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THE WORK OF OUR MISSIONARY BISHOPS. 
Continued from the December Number. 

No department of our Domestic Missionary work is more interesting 
or important than that which has to do with the Christian education of 
the boys and girls who are to be the future men and women of the great 
and rapidly growing West. Bishop Whitaker has good reason to be 
congratulated upon the success he has already met with in this direction, 
in Nevada, and we trust his many friends will come speedily to his aid in 
helping him to remove the burden of debt still remaining upon his 


SCHOOL FOR GIRLS. 


We have great cause for thankfulness in the success which has attended 
the first year’s work of our Diocesan School for Girls. At the time my 
last Report was made the schoo] building was nearly completed, and I 
expressed the belief that the school would be self-sustaining as soon as it 
was fairly in operation. The result has justified my expectations. The 
school was opened on the twelfth of October, with thirty-six boarders 
and sixteen day scholars. The second term there were forty boarders 
and twenty day scholars. The next term begins to-morrow, and not- 
withstanding the condition of business in the State, I expect, at least, 
forty boarders. We have an excellent corps of teachers who have the 
welfare of the school at heart. I give my personal attention to the gen- 
eral management of the school, spending one or two days there in every 
week during term time. 

The cost of the school building and furniture was twenty-eight 
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thousand dollars. To meet this I had the ten thousand dollars given by 
Miss Wolfe, and an equal amount given in smaller sums ranging from 
one dollar to thirteen hundred dollars. The school was therefore opened 
with a debt of eight thousand dollars, drawing interest at one and one- 
half per cent per month. During the year the income has defrayed all 
current expenses, including interest on the debt, four hundred dollars for 
insurance, and five hundred dollars for necessary improvements and re- 
pairs. I have also received one thousand dollars in donations, mainly 
from friends in the East, to whom due acknowledgment has been made. 
This amount has been applied upon the debt, so that we begin the coming 
school year with a debt of seven thousand dollars, and the building and 
furniture in good condition. If the money which we now have to pay 
for interest could be used for improving the school, in the purchase of 
apparatus, a library, and in the erection of an additional building, all of 
which are much needed, its usefulness would be greatly increased. It is 
doing a noble work now. Its influence is already felt in many homes, 
and it has gained in one year the confidence of our people as being a 
thorough Christian school. I heartily wish that every one who has 
helped in any way to set it in operation could visit it and see its daily 
work. I shall be most grateful to any who will aid me in any degree in 
freeing it from debt and placing it upon a sound financial basis, that it 
may be prepared for greater and increasing usefulness. 


Bishop Pierce opens his Report with a short description of the present 


condition of the 
STATE OF ARKANSAS, 

Arkansas as a State is steadily improving. One fact will indicate the 
nature of the change taking place there. Three years ago I knew very 
few men who would not gladly have moved out of the State could they 
have sold out their possessions for even one-half their worth. This being 
the prevailing feeling, no one attempted any improvements. Planta- 
tions and dwellings were allowed to run down and become dilapidated. 
Of course there were centres where growth and advance were very evident, 
but the contrary was true of much the larger portion of the State. Now 
the movement is steadily onward and upward. Whereas the desire to 
emigrate was general, now the people are content to remain at home 
and work on with a hopeful future. The tide of immigration is setting 
in, and the natural resources of the State are being gradually developed. 
Last autumn everything was very promising, and I looked forward to a 
large increase of the Church and to a more bountiful provision for the 
support of her Services. But the uncertain condition of political affairs 
for many months, and even till late into the spring, served as a check to 
material prosperity, and drew away the minds of men from the subject of 
religion, I trust, however, that, should the general financial condition 
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of the country improve, Arkansas wiil, during the ensuing year, enter 
upon a course of prosperity such as she has never known before. 

But the Church is yet weak and requires fostering carefully. One of 
our most efficient Clergymen has been obliged to leave his parish for 
want of adequate means to live in the simplest manner. He has for the 
present had recourse to his former profession of medicine, to supply the 
actual necessities of himself and family. I pray Gop that a way may be 
soon opened for him to resume the active duties of the Ministry, which 
he himself is most ready and anxious to do. He asks only to be allowed 
to labor for Gop and continue an honest man, owing no man anything 
but love. ~ 


Later on he says some very important words with reference to an 


ASSOCIATE MISSION. 

The Rey. Thos. May Thorpe, who did us such good service at Fayette- 
ville by building the church at that point, has now, after several years’ labor 
in Illinois, returned tous. He and the Rey. J. J. Vaulx, who is doing 
noble work at Fayetteville, have written to me about starting an associate 
Mission, and making the old Ozark Institute, some years ago known as 
St. John’s School, the centre of it. This property belongs to the Church, 
and can thus be made available for good. 

During the past year I set forth, in a letter for the Mite Chest pam- 
phlet, our need of itinerant Missionaries. I have as yet received no 
response to the appeal then made. Let me now say that at an additional 
expense of $300 or $400 per annum, I could, by means of the proposed 
Mission, secure such Services as I have suggested for about one-fourth of 
the State. I have advised Rev. Messrs. Vaulx and Thorpe to set forth a 
plan of work, describe the field, show what, by Gon’s blessing, may be 
done, and make an appeal for help. I hope this appeal, if made, will 
meet with a suitable response. I believe there will be a large yield for a 
small outlay, and also a wide preparation for future Church operations. 


Bishop Garrett in his Report tells of the discouragement and difficulty 
with which the year began in Northern Texas in consequence, first of the 
death of two of his little band of Clergy, and then of 


REMOVALS, 


Five of the Clergy found more congenial fields of labor, and were 
transferred accordingly. One alone remained of those formerly reported. 

The parishes and Missions which had been served by these Clergy 
became sadly indifferent about filling the vacancies. Some refused to 
guarantee any support in future. Others promised amounts so small as 
to be practically useless. I will not weary the Board with any account 
of the various means employed by me to bring them to a better sense of 
their duty. A fair measure of success attended my efforts, though I still 
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mourn a widespread apathy, which I have, as yet, been powerless to 
remove. 

The causes of this condition of things are not beyond discovery. 

1. The small number of Church people in each town. 

2. Their general poverty. 

3. The varied and inconsistent training which many of them have had 
in the places whence they came. Thrown together in this new land, 
after more or less rough handling by the world, they are slow to combine 
for'any work requiring self-denial. 

4, The Clergy are restless, catching the infection from the people, 
who are always on the move ; they are not always wise as serpents, and 
sometimes fail to be as harmless as doves. They therefore lose the-con- 
fidence of the people. Signs of impatience under starvation begin to 
appear, and a new field of labor is sought. 

How to keep the Church alive under these circumstances is a problem 
of grave and serious difficulty. 


Happily he is able to go on and tell us that these losses were in a 
measure supplied by new workers, though he can still count but sé# now 
engaged in carrying the Gospel story through his immense Jurisdiction. 
Many parishes even are without Rectors, and the Bishop naturally asks, 
if such is the case, what can he do about 


MISSIONS ? 


But if the cry from these parishes rings out upon the air receiving no 
practical answer—I say practical answer, for many have heard the appeal 
and made inquiry, but finding the field too poor and difficult to work, 
have failed to come—in what tone must the still poorer Missions speak 
that they may obtain a hearing? And if no Ministry can be provided 
for these, how shall the work of the Church be begun in those towns 
and villages numberless, where her voice has never been heard save as 
the Missionary Bishop has given it expression in his wanderings ? 

That may surely be called purely Missionary ground where no single 
soul owns the Church as spiritual Mother. Of this kind is the larger 
portion of my Jurisdiction. Unless a Ministry can be provided, and 
entirely sustained from extraneous sources, nothing can be done in this 
region of much practical value. 


IMPORTANT OPENINGS, 


I have traveled over the whole Jurisdiction to the utmost limit of 
settlement since my last Report. My heart has been heavy and sad, for 
I could not close my eyes to the fact that grand openings for successful- 
Missionary work were presented on every hand, while it was utterly out 
of my power to do anything to secure them for the Church. 
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From the account of these journeyings we make the following extracts. 
COMANCHE AND BROWNWOOD. 


The people in these frontier towns are poor, and cannot afford to pay 
much towards providing for their own spiritual necessities, hey are 
educated, refined people, and require an educated Ministry. They have 
a strange idea that it is the business of a Missionary Bishop to provide 
such a Ministry for then! Brethren, are they wrong? I think not. 
But the Bishop must have larger funds at his disposal than he now has, 
and a somewhat more definite authority to cad/ and send men than our 
present anomalous system allows him. 

As it was, I could only preach for them to the best of my poor 
ability, baptize their children, and confirm those who were “ready and 
desirous.” This done, with kindly words of parting love, and the appoint- 
ment of lay readers to carry on the work, I was compelled to be satisfied 
and set forward. 


COLEMAN CITY AND FORT GRIFFIN. 


Still farther to the west a new town has grown ina year. The town 
is emphatically new, and. may contain between two and three hundred 
people. I could not find that there were any Churchmen among them ; 
so having refreshed my horses a little, I pushed into the wilderness. 
Fort Griffin, some ninety miles to the north, was my next point. I had 
heard of a colony of Church people who have settled somewhere in the 
southwest corner of Callahan County, and resolved to try to find them 
by the way. This is the cattle-growing region. A finer country for the 
purpose it would not be easy to find. Vast rolling prairies, broken 
occasionally by low flat-topped hills, these again crowned at distant inter- 
vals by a peak of greater elevation stretch away as far as the eye can 
reach. A narrow line of timber, now and then in view, marks the water 
courses. Rich and nutritious grass covers the whole landscape as with a 
carpet. The season had been dry, and, in consequence, all the grass was 
brown. It was cured, however, and not withered, so that its nutritive 
qualities were preserved. Having driven on till dusk, a house opportunely 
hove in sight. As about fifty miles had been traversed since daylight, I 
have no doubt the ponies were as much pleased to see the house as I. 
But on nearing it, all windows and doors were found to be closed. The 
house was empty. For a weary traveler, no food or shelter can here be 
had. Languidly the poor tired ponies resume their trot. Surely their 
master ismore unkind than usual! At this juncture my eye caught sight 
of a man with a revolver and cartridges conspicuously belted round his 
waist, and a bucket in his hand, descending a precipitous bank for water. 
I turned from my course, drove to the place where he had disappeared, 
and awaited hisreturn. He was a tall, muscular, low-browed, determined, 
but honest looking, and not unkindly man. To my inquiries about my 
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Church colony he replied that he had heard the name, but could not tell 
exactly where they lived ; some twenty-five or thirty miles at least, but 
how to get there he could not say. “Is there any house within easy 
reach where food and shelter can be obtained for the night?” ‘“ None ; 
but if you can put up with our fare you are welcome to stop here.” I 
found that he was brother to the owner of the house, who, however, was 
absent. They were stock men, owning an extensive tract of land, and 
many cattle. That very day they had effected a sale of five hundred 
head at twenty dollars each. This large profit is the inducement wienel 
brings so many men into these wild regions. 


HOW COWBOYS LIVE, 


The hut in which this man and his companions “camped,” as they 
expressed it, was built of logs, and roofed with rough shingles. It had 
no table, chair or furniture of any kind. A tin pan for kneading corn 
meal, a frying pan and coffee pot, comprised the whole outfit. I observed 
a mezquite tree close by the hut, adorned with some very strange looking 
fruit. It proved to be strips of beef thrown upon the branches to dry in 
the sun. Some of these were selected and cooked ; some corn bread was 
baked, and coffee made, when supper was declared ready. The “boys ” 
in the meantime had arrived. They were all young men, of fair physique, 
and well adapted to their mode of life. The kneading tin inverted served 
for a table; the frying pan held both meat and gravy ; one tin cup 
between two received the fragrant mocha ; and each man’s jack-knife did 
double duty as knife and fork. The ground afforded safe seats for all 
except the Bishop, who was honored with a small box. Right royally did 
these men feast. Immediately afterwards they took their blankets and 
arms, stretched themselves upon the grass around the cattle pen, and 
forgot their troubles. I retired into my buggy. Some time later the 
owner of the house returned, found out who I was, and immediately 
insisted upon my resting in a bed. He threw his house open, placed me 
in possession, and retired himself to sleep by the cattle pen. Thus do 
these fearless, reckless, generous souls live upon this frontier. 


DISAPPOINTED, 


The blush of dawn found me on the road, after having thanked my 
friends for their generous hospitality. I hoped to make the next house 
yield some breakfast. Missed the road in obedience to plain directions 
given without sufficient thought. The compass soon convinced me of my 
error. Supposed, however, that the detour was made to avoid a rugged 
hill which seemed to uotels interminably out as I skirted its base. At 
last a house appears. First, inquiry about the way shows that I have 
traveled eight miles in the wrong direction, and must retrace my steps 
in order to get round the other side of the hill, Then very mildly I 
inquire whether the good woman can spare something for breakfast. 
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“Not for love or money,” is the laconic reply. “The wagon has gone 
for supplies, and until it returns we have nothing to eat ourselves.” A 
few stalks of green corn for the ponies in return for fifty cents, and I am 
off. Soon found the right road, gave up the search for my colony as 
hopeless, and made for Fort Griffin. On, on,on; dry, dry, dry ; hot, hot, 
hot. The sun climbs to the zenith, blazes down all day in a fierce flood 
of dazzling light and scorching heat. At last a heavy bank of cloud 
appears in the northwest. It spreads, and blots out the sun when still an 
hour from his setting. The electric spirit brings up the centre of his 
mighty army from the north, and finally his left wing appears from the 
east. A grander display of the artillery of the heavens I have seldom 
been privileged to witness. Night closed in with pitchy darkness, save 
as the sheets of flame flashed upon the scene. Travel soon became 
impossible. About seventy-five miles had been completed since dawn. I 
drew up under a mezquite tree, unharnessed the ponies, and staked them 
out to feed. Commending myself to the care of Him to Whom the dark- 
ness and the light are both alike, I retired into the buggy and sought 
repose. The howling of the prairie wolves could not long prevent the 
closing eyelids. About midnight I awoke with a start as the snorting 
horses galloped past, having broken their fastenings. To spring from 
the buggy and speak to the frightened creatures was the work only of a 
second. They wheeled at the sound of my voice, and with dilated 
nostrils and heaving flanks submitted to be caught. I returned to my 
couch. The first blush of dawn found me under way again. In due 
course Fort Griffin was reached, and there I received such a cordial greet- 
ing from Lieut. Colladay, the officer in command, and also from the Sur- 
geon of the Post, that I soon forgot my forty hours fast and other 
experiences. 
BRECKENRIDGE AND GRAHAM, 


About thirty miles brought me to Breckenridge, the county seat of 
Stevens County. Last year there was not a house where, since the town 
-has grown, it now contains about three hundred inhabitants. Among 
these I found three families of Church people, who thoroughly enjoyed 
the Services on Sunday. We occupied an “ upper room ” in a stone store 
which had been used by a theatrical troupe during the week. The seats 
were rough plank, supported rather inadequately upon empty boxes, 
branded in large letters with such titles as “ Best Scotch, in Pints,” “ Pure 
_ Sperm Candles,” etc. But upon these rough seats sat a congregation of 
thoughtful, intelligent men, who listened with intense eagerness to every 
word. And when the three communicants knelt to receive the Sacrament 
of Curist’s Body and Blood, I felt repaid for all my wanderings in search 
of these poor sheep. 


Bishop Garrett has much to say also with reference to the subject 
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presented by the other Missionary Bishops. Who will come to his help 
in this most important direction ? 


SCHOOLS 


for the education of the young in the Church’s holy ways are absolutely 
“necessary. To found these is my next work. If things continue as at 
present the rising generation must pass away from our hands, and be for 
the most part lost to the Church. The various Christian bodies amongst 
whom we live are well aware of the grave importance of securing the 
young. All honor to their zeal and liberality in this direction. The 
Romanists have a convent school where their peculiar principles are 
absorbed by the children of unsuspecting parents. The Methodists are 
now bringing to completion a large brick building to be known as the 
“Dallas Female Institute.” The Baptists carry on the “ Dallas College ” 
in a substantial stone building, which is but a shadow of greater things 
projected. The Cumberland Presbyterians have a school on “ College 
Hill,” where their distinctive tenets may penetrate the youthful mind. 
Besides, I know not how many others of divers kinds who compete for a 
share of educational patronage. In this condition of society your Mis- 
sionary Bishop is commanded to lay deep and broad the foundations of 
the historic Chureh, to proclaim her unity, and teach the people in her 
sacred principles. But no funds are furnished him for this purpose. 
Go, bear thyself right bravely ; exhibit an Apostolic zeal as you are 
possessed of an Apostolic authority ; heal the sick, shelter the orphan, 
relieve the oppressed, fold the lambs, and feed the sheep scattered upon 
the prairies of your Jurisdiction, but, whatever funds you need, aside 
from your own support and that of a single Missionary, you must beg 
from door to door! Brethren, we are not ashamed to beg. We do it 
now. Wemust continue to do it, until the fire of the Lorp shall fall 
upon the hearts and altars of our people, and melt the cold indifference 
out of them ! 


THE CATHEDRAL GRAMMAR SCHOOL, 


I have had some necessary improvements made in the building 
formerly used for the church, in order to adapt it for a boys’ school. I 
am looking anxiously for the right man to open it. There will be no 
difficulty in obtaining pupils, if only the solid merit of the school entitles 
it to receive them. It requires a man of godly life and conversation, 
with a trained intellect, some experience in teaching, real Missionary fire 
and Churchly enthusiasm. He must be patient, prudent, practical, 
thoroughly in earnest, in love with the work, ready, if need be, to endure 
much real hardship for the sake of the cause. His work will not be 
easy, but its blessing will be sure to himself and others. Abundance of 
Mission work can be assigned him in addition to his school duties, 
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Everything necessary to the success of a school is still to be provided. 
School furniture of every kind, desks, maps, globes, and all the apparatus 
required in a first-class house of learning. In time, larger buildings, 
beautiful grounds, and pleasant homes for the teaching staff will grow up. 
But our present ambition is to provide a workshop where the sons of 
gentlemen may be turned out on Christian and Churchly models. 


SCHOOL FOR GIRLS. 

It is conceded on all sides that the influence of women has been of 
vast power for good through all the Christian centuries. How much the 
world owes to the patient endurance and refined example of Christian 
women will never be known until the secrets of all hearts are revealed. 
But enough is known to prove to demonstration that, as the Christian 
religion has raised the gentler sex to a position of dignity never before 
possessed by them since the fall, so to their influence is largely due the 
power which it now wields in goodly sections of the world, and especially 
in this America. Another point will, I think, also bear examination. 
The Christian type of character assumed by the great majority of women 
is determined during youth. The plastic nature receives impressions even 
from the very atmosphere with which it is surrounded. The symbolism 
which meets the eye, the tones which reach the ear, and the insensible and 
subtile but most potent influences which are inseparable from religious and 
secular schools alike—all have a powerful effect in determining the char- 
acter of the future woman. er 

Now the telling fact in the present case is this : Throughout my whole 
Jurisdiction the children of the Church are compelled to receive their 
education from those haying no interest in the Church’s growth. My 
staff of Clergy is so small that even Sunday ministrations cannot be pro- 
vided on every Sunday in more than one town, in many only once a month, 
and in immense tracts of country only once a year! 

Brethren, what results can be expected from such a state of things? 
Reason, common sense and experience all alike demand that at least a 
safe nursery for the young be provided, if nothing better can be done. 
Practically, unless educational facilities of a high order be supplied, noth- 
ing but ecclesiastical failure need be looked for. 

There is at present a fine opening for a thoroughly first-class school for 
girls in the city of Dallas. Suitable property can be secured at reason- 
able rates ; and afair number of pupils guaranteed for the opening. But 
the school must be of the really solid and superior order—something 
which can stand upon its merits and defy competition.

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THE BISHOP SCOTT GRAMMAR SCHOOL, PORTLAND, 
OREGON. 


My prar Dr. Twine: I send you with this a cut of our Grammar 
School at Portland, as it stood before the late disastrous fire. 

You will see that it was a building of good proportions, and of fair 
architectural appearance. The Portland daily newspaper, which contains 
the account of the fire, speaks of it as “that noble institution which was 
once the boast and pride of our citizens.” 

The building with all its furniture and appliances had cost us $25,000, 
Our insurance was $14,000 ; ad/ 1 was able to carry. To rebuild it with 
brick, as it should be done, and to” furnish it as well as it was furnished, 
will require $20,000 in addition to the amount of the insurance. I shall be 
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disappointed if Portland does not give $5,000 of this amount. For the 
other $15,000 I have no resources but in the willing hearts of the Church- 
men and Churchwomen of the East. Iknow that there are many of our 
people who have not the ability they once had for such works, and whose 
hardest trial is that they can no longer open their hands as of old to every 
call of the Church. And yet there are many, many others whose large 
and énereasing means these “times” have not touched, and to whom I 
think I may be justified in appealing in this our great trial and need. The 
subject of Christian education has for many years occupied a large 
share of the attention of the members of our Church. Bishops and Con- 
ventions have sought to impress its importance upon the minds of the 
people, not without good results in many directions. We had passed 
the period of reports and resolutions in this matter, and for eight years 
had been conducting such a Christian school for boys, on the far-off 
Pacific Coast. 

Shall this work stop here, or be postponed for years, or will those who 
feel its importance, and have the ability, enable us at once to rebuild this 
institution, and go on in this good work with renewed energy and re- 
newed cause of gratefulness, to those who devise liberal things ? 

I long to be back in my field, to comfort and encourage my faithful 
co-laborers in their increased cares and trials, and would soon be on my 
way thither, if I had this object secured. If you can say a word in our 
behalf through the columns of Tux Spirrr or Missions, you will add 
another to the many obligations you have placed upon me.

DOMESTIC MISSIONS. 


TE Domestic Committee feel that it would be almost an insult to 
the Clergy and Laity, and might almost be regarded as an attempt to 
‘impeach their loyalty to Curis and His Church, for them to enter upon 
any line of formal argument, either with the view of deepening their 
convictions of the importance of sustaining our Home Mission work 
within its present limits, or of extending it to the exhaustion of all 
attainable means. 

Every Churchman knows that Mission work means interest in souls 
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that are out of the way and in danger of perishing ; a seeking out of 
such souls in the highways and hedges of this wicked world, and, by 
tender and loving invitation, compelling them to come into the Great 
Farurr’s House for cleansing, refreshment and the satisfying of every 
need ; and that it has this lofty aim and scope as truly in every part of 
this so called Christian land as amidst the dismal shadows of downright 
heathenism on the coast of Africaor in the interior of China. Wherever 
there is a darkened and degraded soul, there is a call, as imperative as 
though it were spoken immediately out of Heaven, for the Church, in 
the merciful plenitude of her gifts, and in the very spirit of her Lorn, 
to go and teach and plead and pray, never ceasing, till it is aroused, 
enlighted, new-born and saved. The importance of work like this has 
been set forth and forever settled, beyond all reasoning, by the Cross 
and its story of self-sacrificing and all-embracing Love. The ninety and 
nine sheep may be safe, but if there be one gone astray, there must be 
ceaseless search till it be found and brought into the Fold. No work on 
earth has higher warrant than this, and none diviner pledge of help or 
promise of reward. 

Bishop Morris must needs leave for a time to the care of others the 
flock gathered in Portland, and go over the hills and through the valleys 
of Oregon to the remotest hamlet of Washington Territory, not only to 
carry cheer in full Gospel administration to the scattered sheep_with 
tenderest regard for the lambs, but also in quest of those that may be 
added to the number of the reclaimed and saved from perishing in the 
wilderness. 

Bishop Wingfield is called to a like work in Northern California ; 
Bishop Whitaker in Nevada; Bishop Tuttle in Montana, Idaho and 
Utah ; Bishop Spalding in Colorado and Wyoming ; Bishop Clarkson in’ 
Nebraska and Dakota; Bishop Pierce in Arkansas ; Bishop Garrett in 
Northern Texas ; Bishop Elliott in Western Texas. 

In close and worthy fellowship of sympathy, anxiety and labor with 
these Missionary-leaders, and guided by other leaders—Missionary too, 
though not in name—a band of two hundred and eighteen under shep- 
herds have, during the last year, over the length and breadth of the land, 
faithfully proclaimed the common weakness and danger, with the fulness 
of the Great SampuERD’s power and salvation. : 


For all these, in whole or in part, the Domestic Committee must pro- 
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vide. And, if the wide-spreading work is to be done at all, and with the 
least expenditure in men and means, there must not be long delay in 
adding to the number of the faithful laborers. 

To abandon Missionary enterprise at points of promises, where time, 
money and precious life-energies have been freely expended, is to incur 
loss, not only of investment, but also of confidence in the Church, which 
is far worse. To wait before beginning Mission work till almost every 
other form of faith has been established and entrenched, and depend 
upon a sort of ecclesiastical seige and assault for success, though all be 
done in the spirit of fairness, and with due regard to the rights, pre- 
possessions and even prejudices of others, is a policy most objectionable 
on the score of economy, as well as destitute of all other claims to com- 
mendation. 

This Church has abundant means with which to secure the continuity 
and steady progress of the work already undertaken ; and this Church 
has the means required to begin work, with every reasonable hope of 
success, in many if not in all unoccupied fields in the land. 

The great lack is that of personal consecration to Curist and His 
cause, involving a clear and abiding sense of responsibility, and making 
Churchmanship only another name for love, zeal, patience and self-sacri- 
ficing devotion. If there were everywhere the mind and heart, in solemn 
and deep earnestness, to ask, “ Lorp, what wilt Thou have me to do?” 
the answer would not be long in coming, and all questions regarding men 
and means would soon find full and satisfactory solution. 

The Domestic Committee, most fervently thanking all who in the past 
have helped them, by confidence, sympathy, prayers and offerings ; 
believing that this Church is at this time entering upon a career of peace 
and brotherly fellowship before unknown within our borders ; and hoping 
that this condition of things may stimulate to largeness of thought and 
generousness of giving, earnestly ask for such liberal contributions as 
may help to render their burden of care and anxiety not too heavy for 
them to bear during another year of service in the vineyard of the Lorn’s 
aay S A, T. Twine,

THE DAKOTA PRAYER BOOK. 
To THE Reapers oF THE Spirit oF MIssIons : 


I sxe to solicit your special interest in the attempt which we are now 
making to give the Indians of Niobrara the inestimable blessing of a 
version of the Prayer Book in their own tongue in which they were 
born. 

The joint effort, begun three years ago by Messrs. Hinman, Cook, 
Hemans and Walker, resulted within a year in the publication of an 
English-Dakota Service Book, containing the Morning and Evening 
Prayers, the Litany, the ovcasional Prayers and Thanksgivings, the 
Selections of Psalms, the Communion Office and the Collects. The 
preparation of the other parts of the Prayer Book has just been com- 
pleted ; but unfortunately an arrest has been put upon the publication 
of the book by the lack of funds, and our ardent hope that now, at last, 
we should be able to put into the hands of Catechumens, Candidates for 
Confirmation and Holy Orders, a vernacular version of the Baptismal, 
Confirmation, Ordination, and other Offices, which are almost absolutely 
necessary to their proper instruction, has been dashed to the ground at 
the very moment that its realization seemed to be at hand. No greater 
service can be done to our Mission work than to relieve us of this embar- 
rassment. ‘To no one does the Prayer Bogk prove a greater boon than 
the Indian, Few lift up their hearts in its holy language with more 


reverent devotion, And rarely has a more painstaking effort been made 
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than that of the brethren above-named to give a people the blessings of 
the Liturgy in their own tongue. Large as the sum still required for the 
issue of the book is, say $1,500, its publication would, I believe, richly 
repay that expenditure, and I most earnestly trust’ that) many who feel 
how precious the possession of the Prayer Book is, will be moved to help 
us give this blessing to the Dakotas. 


I append an extract from the letter in which the Commission officially 
communicated to me the fact that their labors were. finished, and the 
Prayer Book in Dakota ready for publication. I believe the perusal of 
it will deeply move many hearts, as it did mine.

And thus, we may say, after more than three years of faithful, 
laborious work, and almost endless vexatious delays and difficulties, this 
great work for the comfort and help of the Dakotas in the ways of Gop, 
and His intelligent worship, their instruction in the Church of His Blessed 
Son, is brought to a happy conclusion. And the hearts of the Commis- 
‘sioners are enlarged with thankfulness to Almighty Gop that He has 
thus graciously permitted us to labor for the advancement of His Church 
among this poor, despised people, and to draw out one more tongue from 
the Babel of heathenism, to train it in the Services of Curist’s Holy 
Church, that those whose tongue it is may be found worthy to be among 
that “ great multitude, whom no man could number, of all nations, and 
kindreds, and people, and tongues,” who shall stand “ before the throne, 
and before the Lams,” and who shall learn the one language of Heaven. 
And we pray the Great Heap of the Church to accept and bless our 
honest but feeble efforts for the advancement of His cause and Kingdom 
among the Dakotas.

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EXTRACTS FROM BISHOP HARE’S REPORT. 


SANTEE MISSION, 


I wave recorded elsewhere the encouraging fact that five Santees 
have been admitted during the year as Candidates for Holy Orders. 

From this Mission first sounded out the Word of the Lorn to the 
Sioux Indians. It has been more fruitful in lay Evangelists this year 
than ever before, and never has their work commended itself more to 
me and to the people to whom I have sent them. A number of promis- 
ing young men received from Mr. Hinman, during the last Winter, 
special instruction to fit them for this evangelistic work, and at my 
request four of them, under the lead of their Missionary, made a two 
months’ Missionary tour during the summer among the wilder tribes ; 
a party of young Christian Yanktons have been out on a similar expedi- 
tion, and the good results which have followed the work of both parties 
have proved afresh what valuable adjuncts these native helpers may be 
made. 

St. Mary’s Boarding-school for Girls is a model of order, neatness and 
good management. 

YANKTON MISSION. 

The Yanktons number over two thousand, and the Mission among 
them is the chief Mission of the Jurisdiction. Quiet progress has 
marked the work here in all its departments. The Boarding-schools (St. 
Paul’s for boys and Emmanuel Hall for girls), have been carried on with 
more economy and greater efficiency. Three of the four Yankton young 
men who have been at school at the East, have returned to their people 


and are spending among them to good effect, as Catechists and teachers, | 


the knowledge which they acquired in their absence. The fourth enters 
Trinity College, Hartford, this Fall. Rarely have four young men 
turned out in a way more calculated to comfort their Missionary father 
and to satisfy those who provided for their schooling than these four, 
rescued from heathen ignorance by the Rev. Mr. Cook. 


YANKTONNAIS MISSION, 


The work on this Reserve is yet of humble proportions, but a vast 
deal of misconception and opposition has been lived down ; two day- 
schools have been in successful operation; the boarding-school has 
doubled the number of its inmates; five infants and seven adults were 
baptized during the past year. Last October, for the first time in the 
history of the tribe, the Rite of Confirmation was administered (eight 
persons being confirmed), and last April for the first time Yanktonnais 
Sioux came together to break bread and show forth the Lorp’s death. 


The boarding-school at the ‘Agency is under the efficient care of Mrs. 
M. E. Duigan.

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LOWER BRULEE MISSION. 


The behavior of the Lower Brulés has greatly improved during the 
past eighteen months. Their desire to better their condition seems sin- 
cere. They take great pride in the Church building which has lately 
been put up for them by the Mission and in the two school-houses erected 
by the Government. We confidently look for a harvest of souls, but the 
time is not yet. 


CHEYENNE RIVER AGENCY MISSION, 


The people of this Agency are upon the border which lies between 
the better-disposed and the more defiant and warlike tribes, and during 
the war which the Government has been waging with the Sioux who 
resist its authority, they have experienced, good and bad alike, the evils 
which in such circumstances ordinarily fall to the lot of border popula- 
tions. I haye never doubted, however, that the issue would be good, and 
I have to record now that better order has prevailed during the past 
year among the Indians of this Agency than ever before, that the schools 
have been better attended, and that the congregations have been larger. 
In these tokens, and in the Baptism of 48 adults and 15 infants, Mr. 
Swift sees the reward of his five years’ self-forgetful labor and of the 
fidelity unto death of his late associate, Mr. Ffennell.

THE EPIPHANY SEASON. 


Forty-two years ago this Church, recognizing the fundamental idea 
that, by her Divine Commission she was herself the Domestic and For- 
eign Missionary Society, assumed the direction of all general efforts for 
Church extension and the conversion of the heathen. By her representa- 
tives assembled in the last General Convention, in a marked manner, 
she has emphasized that action. 

It would seem no longer possible for any person who acknowledges 
his responsibility to Curist and to the Church innocently to evade his 
personal duty with respect to the support of the Missionary work in 
either of its departments. Should there be one so disposed it would be 
competent to reply that it is neither loyal Churchmanship to treat slight- 
ingly that which the Church has undertaken, nor—what is greater—is it 
true Christianity to ignore in any degree that which our blessed Lorp 
specifically commands. 

To say nothing at this moment of our widely recognized mission 
to the ancient Churches of the East, and to those Christians who have 
gone out from us to other lands, as well as to those who upon this conti- 
nent are struggling for a purer faith and a higher type of spiritual life ; 
we would especially call to mind at this Season, the indisputable fact 
that work in heathen lands is the complement without which /Zis last 
command is not kept in its fulness and breadth by those who profess to 
love and consequently to obey their risen and ascended Saviour. 
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With the providential indications which are before them the Commit- 
tee, upon whom has been laid the administration of all the Missionary 
work established and to be established without the boundaries of this 
Republic, assuredly gather that the demands upon this Church will not 
be fulfilled by the contribution of a less aggregate sum for the work in 
their department for the year of our Lorp 1878 than ONE HUNDRED AND 
FORTY THOUSAND DOLLARS, including the necessary appropriation to the 
Mexican Church. 

For this amount the Board of Managers make a definite appeal in 
another part of this number. 

This sum is needed (as that appeal shows) to cover the cost of sustain- 
ing those who have given themselves to this service, and the various Chris- 
tian institutions which, with proper authority, they have founded, and 
for the arrearage of the past. Question as to immediate and pressing 
responsibility in these regards need not be raised. 

Beyond this, in making up the gross sum needed, there have been 
added approximate estimates— 

(a) Of the cost of filling vacancies that have providentially occurred 
in Africa and China during the season of straitness in financial affairs, and 

(6) For the holding up of the hands of the Missionary Bishops of Yedo 
and Shanghai in their approved purpose to develop into larger relations 
and greater usefulness the efforts in behalf of Christian education in their 
respective Jurisdictions. 

Surely there will be no disposition to restrain the work of Bishop 
Williams within bounds defined by restricted offerings—or to say to 
Bishops Schereschewsky and Penick, just set apart as our chief represen- 
tatives in Africa and China, use such instrumentalities as you now have 
and be content. So confident are the Committee that such is not the 
mind of the Church, that the completion of the Endowment Fund for the 
proposed College in China has been deputed by them to certain Clergy- 
men and Laymen who have been requested to co-operate with the Bishop. 

With this brief statement we leave the matter. No appeal can be 
stronger than the facts of the work, and its necessities. 

The Church always needs the largest harvest of spiritual blessings. 
Let us then sow plenteously that we may reap plenteously. Nay, rather, 
leaving the consideration, however proper such consideration may be, of 
returns for service rendered, imperfect at best, let us have a care that 
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having received much ourselves, it shall be found that we have given 
accordingly when, with the whole of Curisr’s Church Militant, we unite 
in glad acclaim because of the INGATHERING OF THE NATIONS. 


THE CHURCH IN MEXICO. 


At a meeting of the Committee for Foreign Missions held on Tues- 
day, December 11, the following Resolution was adopted : 


Resolved, That it be recommended to the Board of Managers to assume, for the 
future, the charge and responsibility of the work in Mexico, hitherto carried on by the 
American Church Missionary Society; and to authorize the Foreign Committee to 
receive and disburse contributions from the Church, for the aid of the Mexican Branch 
of the Catholic Church of our Lorp Jesus Curist. 


At a later hour the Board of Managers, by their action, approved the 
recommendation of the Committee. 

All the details of the work are still to be adjusted ; of these informa-: 
tion will be given hereafter. Room was made at a late moment for the 
simple announcement in this Department. 


RETIREMENT OF A MISSIONARY. 


Tue connection of the Rev. Thomas H. Eddy, M.D., with the African 
Mission haying ceased upon December 31, the Committee avail themselves 
of this opportunity to express their very high appreciation of the service 
which he has rendered to our Mission in Africa. Besides these general 
services, the Committee have been largely indebted, under peculiarly 
trying circumstances, to Dr. Eddy for most valuable information and 
wise counsel, This indebtedness has already been expressed, but it is 
thought eminently proper that such expression should be here renewed. 


MINUTE ADOPTED BY THE FOREIGN COMMITTEE.* 


The Rey. Thomas H. Eddy, M.D., Missionary to West Africa, having 
read areport of his recent visit to the Mission fields of the Board of 
Missions in Africa, the Foreign Committee would place the following 
Minute upon their Records : 

The Committee have listened with very great interest and profit to 
the able and elaborate Report of Dr. Eddy, and feel themselves exceed- 
ingly indebted to him for the patient labor which its preparation has 
evidently required, The information which he has laid before the Com-

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mittee is derived from numerous and varied sources, and, with the sug- 
gestions which he has made, throws a light which the Committee have 
earnestly desired to have upon our Missionary operations in Africa. 
Without being prepared to endorse necessarily all the views presented 
by Dr. Eddy, the Committee wish hereby to express their obligations to 
him, and their heartfelt appreciation of the eminently satisfactory and 
successful manner in which the duty confided to him has been discharged. 


THE BOYS’ SCHOOL AT JOPPA. 


In the October number of Tur Sprair or Misstons it was announced 
that temporary arrangements had been made for the continuance of the 
Joppa Mission School to the close of the term for which the Committee 
had made appropriation. (Dec. 31, 1877.) It was then uncertain after 
the death of Miss Baldwin whether suitable arrangements could be made 
‘for the future. After full consideration the Committee finally deter- 
mined to assume no responsibility for the support of the school beyond 
the close of the year. 

It should be said to former contributors, in this connection, that 
representatives, in Palestine, of the Church of England have been con- 
sulted as to their wishes in the matter. If they or either of them should 
conclude to carry on a similar work, all contributions that may be received 
designated for a Boys’ School in Jaffa, will be paid over accordingly. 
Beyond this, however, the Committee can assume no responsibility in 
the matter of the Joppa Scholarships. 


AFRICA. 
LETTER FROM BISHOP PENICK, 


Liverroot, Enetann, November 16, 1877. 
Epiror oF Spirir or Missrons: We reached this port safely on 
Thursday last, at 4 Pp. m., after a stormy voyage across the Atlantic, and 
I embrace this opportunity for writing you my first letter. 
On the 19th, Ileft the General Convention with a heart filled with 
gratitude for all the tokens of love and signs of hope which Gop showed 


us there. He does indeed seem to be reviving His work in the midst of 
the days, 
THE RESOLUTION OF THE HOUSE OF BISHOPS, 


The passing unanimously by the House of Bishops of a resolution 
recommending all of our Theological Institutions to inaugurate, as soon 
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as practicable, a thorough course of instruction on Foreign Missions and the 
present religious condition and needs of the world, is touching the sub- 
ject at the vital point: Once let our Ministers and theological students 
look at this question, and realize its due proportions in relation to the 
great truths of Gop’s Word, and we shall see the armies of Zion coming 
up to the help of the Lorn, as Joel of old in vision sawthem. The Deans 
and Professors of our Seminaries now stand charged with this great re- 
sponsibility, and may Gop, who bowed the hearts of the Bishops as the 
heart of one man, grant them wisdom, grace, lid he and zeal suflicient 
for so vast and vital an emergency. ; 


ARRIVAL AT HALIFAX, 


On the 24th, at 9 Ala., the great steam heart of our good ship gavea 
deep throb and bore us away from home and the associations of a life- 
time, but on to duty, and so “Nearer, my Gop, to Thee. Nearer to 
Thee.” 

We had a pleasant voyage to Halifax, N. 8., where, through the 
kindness.of Rey. Dr. Hill, of St. Paul’s, I preached on the evening of the . 
10th to about one thousand souls. The people of Halifax, and especially 
Dr. Hill and his assistant, Rey. Mr. Troop, were exceedingly kind and 
attentive to us, making us feel as St. Paul of old, when he saw the breth- 
ren coming to meet him: ‘ We thanked Gop, and took courage.” 


A SOLDIER LOST OVERBOARD. 

Tuesday, 29th, we put to sea with quite a number of officers and sol- 
diers added to our company. One of the latter was lost overboard dur- 
ing the night. A fellow-passenger in eternity. Oh, how near is the 
great unseen shore! Who next shall tread its borders? Just whom the 
Master calls. So allis well. On Friday we find a strong storm raging 
around us, which lashes our staunch ship furiously ; but on she drives with 
iron will and dauntless determination. Saturday morning, at 3.30, a tre- 
mendous wave struck our ship broadside, shivering forty feet of her 
railing, carrying away one boat and her chart-house, smashing another 
boat, lifting one side of the smoke-stack and denting it in as if struck 
by a huge locomotive. For a instant the ship strained and quivered in 
her every timber ; but ‘Gop has work for her cargo to do yet, and so 
raises her once more, and sends her driving on her determined course 
through the howling winds and wild waves. Sunday, by holding toa 
post of the saloon, I was enabled to stand and read Prayers. On Thurs- 
day, November 8th, we were landed safely in Liverpool, having made 
good time, and what is better, many friends. 


FOUR MEN WHO HAD BEEN IN AFRICA. 
There were with us on the ship no less than four men who had been 
on Africa’s soil. One sailor, two officers, and one hunter who had spent 
$5,000 and two years hunting in Central Africa. Oh, it made the blush 
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of shame mantle my cheeks when I saw and heard these men, who at 
their country’s call did not hesitate to go there to destroy life, while 
Christians will not speed at the Lorp’s command to save it. Surely we 
should be bolder and braver for Jesus than they can be for the Queen. © 
The hunter, as I left him, said: “Bishop, if you find elephants plen- 
tiful, drop me a line and I will come down and spend a season with you.” 
Where is the Christian who, at his own expense, will do as much? It is 
needless for us as Christians to boast of our power and glory, while the 
world outdoes us in heroism. If we have a truer system let us put it 
into operation, and show truer, stronger and more heroic men than the 
world can muster. We must not only “tell,” but we must “show our 
faith,” and by our heroism command the respect and obedience due the 
cause of Carist. This and this alone will save us from the incoming 
tide of worldliness, doubts, and infidelity in its thousand shapes. 


CREEDS WRITTEN IN CONSECRATED LIVES. 

Creeds written in holy, consecrated lives must be believed, on the same 
principle that the three Hebrew children convinced Nebuchadnezzar, 
St. Paul the Roman Empire, and Jesus when He said, “If I be lifted up 
I will draw all men unto Me.” A world is perishing, and for what? That 
Christians may have more luxuries and gold, Ministers may have finer 
churches and more gorgeous surroundings, moving deeper into those 
very pomps and vanities renounced at the font. Count the cost, as 
Jesus will—yea, does count it now, for surely “ He will have mercy and 
not sacrifice.” Surely souls are what He died for, and these are what 
the Church—His blood-bought Church—should press on to save to the 
uttermost. Surely that religion that can look with indifference on the 
agonies of a lost world, hear unmoved the wails of sorrow of souls in 
darkness and the shadow of death, stand defiant or disobedient against 
the command, the great command of Jxsus, all heedless of the purpose 
for which “Gop gave His only begotten Son to’ die”—I say, surely 
such religion can never produce souls to whom the King, looking down 
into their hearts, can say, ‘ Well done, good and faithful servant, enter 
thou into the joy of thy Lorp.” We must be true or all is lost. Zrwe in 
deed and life, as in word or creed. True to that depth which Jxsus 
meant when He said, Whosoever will save his life shall lose it, but whoso- 
ever will lose his life for My sake shall save it. 


A SHORT VISIT TO LONDON, 


On the 9th I ran up to London. Here 1 found Africa occupying a 
large share of the thought and conversation of the public. Mr. Stanley’s 
recent discoveries appeal to the political and financial as well as the reli- 
gious life of England, and she is responding with an interest that simply 
astonishes a newly arrived American. But have we no share in this vast 
opening for a civilized world? In 1848 the United States controlled the 
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trade along the West coast, from which England derives now no less tham 
£12,000,000 per annum, and we almost nothing. The manager of the: 
steamer on which I expect to sail told me, that “twenty years ago their: 
ships were only seven hundred tonnage each, and it required from two to: 
three months to make up a cargo. Now they are from 2,000 to 2,500) 
tonnage, and make up a cargo every week.” 


AT DR. NEWMAN HALL’S CHURCH. 


Sunday morning I started with a friend to go to “ St. Paul’s,” London, 
but we lost our way, and at 11 o’clock we found ourselves opposite the 
church where Rev. Newman Hall preaches, and so we went in. Dr, 
Hall was dressed in a surplice, and wore the hood showing his university 
degree. The service was very nearly like that of the English Church. 
One of the prayers was for the people of the United States. Just before 
the sermon he gaye out that precious hymn, ever to be dear to me, “TZ 
worship thee, sweet will of Gov.” Ob, how it carried me back home, close 
to some true, brave spirits whom I have met, far beyond the bounds of 
selfishness, all glorious in their loyalty to His will. 

On Tuesday we returned to Liverpool, and are about ready to sail at 
1 p.m., Saturday, on the Steamer “Benin” of the African Steamship 
Co., due at Cape Palmas December 6th, and until then Good-bye ! 


EXTRACT FROM A LETTER OF THE REV. R, H. GIBSON. 
CaprE Patmas, September 12, 1877. 


Rev. AND DEAR BrorHer: .. . . . Our Heavenly Farner has 
been very graciously disposed towards us in imparting spiritual blessings, 
and causing a unanimity of feeling between Liberian and native laborers. 
The Clerical meetings for prayer and conference, organized some time 
ago by Rey. Mr. Fair, are doing well. We meet on Mondays and 
spend about an hour and a half in reading the Scriptures, interchanging 
views and offering prayer. Thus we mutually assist each other. We 


anxiously await the arrival of our Bishop. 
Yours faithfully. 


EXTRACTS FROM LETTER OF REV. M. P. VALENTINE. 
Cavatta, August 31, 1877. 


Rey. AND DEAR BrorHER: The boys are now at their studies again 
after four weeks’ vacation. The schools were re-opened on the 24th inst. 
We have all resolved to improve our time and talents more than ever, 
Gop helping us. 

We received with much gratitude the things that were sent. The 
boys were rejoiced to have the shirts and flannel from the ladies, and 
are very thankful for the same. I was very glad to have the books fur- 
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nished by the Jane Bohlen Book Fund. I have found them very suit- 
able. 

Two more of the boys of the Hoffman Institute, who went to sea 
during the war, returned after they received my letters asking them to 
come hack to school. There are now twenty-two boys in the Hoffman 
Institute, we having added a few more from the first class of the Boys’ 
School, making a total number of forty-six boarding scholars, including 
the boys of the lower school. 

I went down to Berebe during vacation and spent two weeks. I did 
not meet Mr. Wisner, as he had gone up into the interior of the Berebe 
country, with some Christians from Cavalla, to settle the “ palaver.” They 
had never been down there before, so they asked Mr. Wisner, who knew 
the places, to accompany them, which he did with readiness. It was also 
an opening to him for reaching places which he had never known before. 

Haply we found Mr. Burrows at home. He had just returned from 
the interior with a message from the other Christians to tell the Headmen 
to come together, that the Mission people (for so they call the Christians) 
might have a final talk with them about the war “palaver.” He was with 
us some days, he telling us about the condition of his tribe, and we telling 
his people about Gop, and Curist’s sacrifice. In preaching to the people 
Thad to use an interpreter, for though the men knew Gedébo well enough 
to understand what we said, yet without an interpreter the women and 
children could hardly be benefited by it. The people seem very willing 
to be taught. If the catechists prove themselves good users of their time 
(which is not theirs but Gon’s) and talents, they will no-doubt, by the 
help of Gop, do a great deal. 

The last Sunday I was there I baptized two children of Mr. Burrows— 
Anna Payne Clarkson and J. G. Auer. Mr. Wisner had then returned 
and acted as Godfather to the children. One of the Headmen of the 
place gave me his son, a boy of about six years old, to be taught in our 
schools here, but the mother was not willing. 

The people earnestly call for teachers, although not entirely for the 
sake of the Gospel, but especially for having some civilized people among 
them, whose presence can in a great degree control the wildness of the 
tribes surrounding them. Some of them have been trying to persuade 
Mr. Wisner to leave Rocktown to come and live with them ; but if this 
should be done there would be war between the two parties. Some again 
have been trying to persuade me to leave Cavalla to come and live with 
them ; but I told them I had much to do, and that the Mission would no 
doubt try to increase the number of teachers down there ; and that mean- 
while all the tribes should try to learn as much as they could from the 
few teachers living among them. 

When I saw Taboo, my native place, as we passed going down to 
Berebe, I was very sorry to see it left in such a low condition, Cannot 
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one teacher, a faithful one, be had from among the Ged&boes who can go 
down with a purpose to do what he can there for Gop? This question 
ought to be duly considered. 

Mr. Brownell returned from Berebe with me. I asked him to give 
me temporary assistance. He has been a teacher before and a Catechist. 
I think he will do well if he can only call to his mind, with the help of 
his books, what he has so long laid aside. 

You will not be surprised to hear that Thursday, September 6, will 
be the marriage day of Mr. Alexander H. Vinton and Mrs. E. M. J. White, 
both of Cavalla. May Gop be with them, and bless their marriage ! 

We need books in our schools. Please try to procure for us those 


mentioned in my order. I remain, with best regards, 
Very truly yours.

LETTER FROM THE MISSIONARY BISHOP OF SHANGHAI. 

My pear Frrenps: When we remember that the last and most urgent 
commission that Curist gave to His Church on earth, was the solemn 
charge to carry the tidings of salvation to all the world, it is strange in- 
deed that everywhere men should need such constant prompting before 
they will in any wise respond to Curist’s command. 

Without further preface, I will beg leave to call your attention to the- 
- present state of our Mission in China. This Mission has been carried on 
by a few faithful men and women since it was established by Bishop 
Boone in the year 1843. Good, substantial work has been done there— 
churches built, schools established, a Native Ministry inaugurated. But 
our Missionaries there, never numerous, are at this present time painfully 
few. Letters constantly come from China begging that the Church will 
send out more Missionaries. At the very least, three Missionaries are 
needed at once for the carrying on of the work there. At one of our 
Stations there is only one man to do all the work, and his health is at 
present impaired by the heavy burden laid on him,* and at another the 
number of Missionaries is entirely inadequate to carry on the work that 
- might be done if there were more men in the field. 

We want men to go to China, and means to send them. 

Jt is the Advent season. The trumpet-call of our Church at this 
time is, ‘“‘ Awake thou that sleepest.” Let us be no longer like those who 
sleep, but let us awake to our duties and responsibilities as Christian men 
and Christian women, and see that, with the new year, men and means 
are forthcoming to @arry on the work of our Lorp in China.

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THE REY. MR. TING’S DEATH. 
In the last number we announced the death of the Rev. Mr. Ting 
and promised particulars. We append extracts from letters of the Rev. 
Dr. Nelson, the Rev. Mr. Thomson and the Rey. Mr. Boone : 


EXTRACTS FROM LETTER OF REV. DR, NELSON. 
SuaneHal, Cuina, September 18, 1877. 


My prar Dr. Denison : I have to perform the sad duty of announc- 
ing to you the death, by cholera, on the 14th inst., of the Rev. Kia-Sung 
Ting, our respected Brother and valued Deacon, The disease was so 
rapid in its work that, though about 9 o’clock a.m, he was out in the 
town a half-mile from his house, before 8 p.m. he was gone. Neither 
Mr. Wong, Mr. Woo nor I saw him, or knew anything of the case until 
it was all over, 

That morning, Friday, Mr. Woo came from Mr, Thomson’s over here, 
to Hong-Kew (the original site of our Mission), passing by Mr. Ting’s 
house, but seeing no one there. By the 2 p.m. train Mr. Woo and I 
went to Woo-Sung, and thence to San Ting Kur, to see a sick member 
there, and returning I got home about 8 p.m., and Mr. Woo passed Mr, 
Ting’s a little later, again seeing no one, and on reaching Mr. Thomson’s 
heard Mr. Ting was ill. He was then actually dead. 

I had been at home about an hour (had taken supper and was en- 
gaged in family worship) when Zoo-Soong Yen rushed in and informed 
us that Mr. Ting was very ill with cholera and they feared he was dying. 
I immediately gathered such medicines and appliances as I thought might 
be of use and went by the house of our Mission Physician, Dr. Johnston, 
who went on with me, but to find on our arrival that Mr. Ting had been 
dead perhaps an hour and a half. (The distance of the West Gate of the 
city from here, Hong-Kew, is two miles or more.) The account given is, 
that after returning home from his walk to the French part of the for- 
eign settlement in the morning, in which he took some simple Chinese 
food, he complained of feeling unwell and went to bed. The case grow- 
ing serious, Mr. Ting, knowing that Mr. Thomson was away, and that 
the Rev. Hoong-Neok Woo was off to San Ting Kur, objected to sending 
over here, as it was so far, and so sent for the sexton of Christ Church in 
the City, and a Chinese doctor, who stuck needles into his knees and fin- 
gers to bleed him, but got no blood. I cannot learn anything that he said 
during the day. He seems to have spoken very little from the first, but 
near the end to have put his hand on his breast and then pointed towards 
heaven, 7 

These are all the particulars I can learn of his sickness and last hours. 
He was counted forty-two years of age, and had been four years and four 
and a half months in the Order of Deacons, to which he was admitted 
May 1, 1873. 
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His death weakens greatly, as we see, the working force of our Mis- 
sion. Of all our Clergy he was the best educated in Chinese. His intel- 
lect was vigorous and active, his apprehension ready and clear, and his 
perception true. His capacity for utterance and abundance of mental 
resource made him a fluent and often forcible preacher. His knowledge 
of the language too, both written and spoken, coupled with his quick un- 
derstanding, made him a valuable assistant in translation. I could write 
much that is pleasant to think of about his simplicity of character, his 
eourtesy of manner and his kindness of disposition. 

On Saturday, the 15th inst., in the afternoon, we had the burial Service 
at the residence, I reading the opening Sentences and Psalms, Rev. Hoong- 
Neok Woo reading the Lesson, and the Rev. Kong-Chai Wong the 
Committal Service and Prayers. A considerable crowd having gathered 
there, I thought it a fit occasion to set before them the Christian’s hope 
in death, in contrast with any they could draw from their own systems, 
on which they depended. 

The Rey. Kia-Sung Ting was born in Soo-Chow, the capital city of 
this province, some seventy miles from Shanghai. His father was of a 
well-to-do class of shopmen there, having property of his own, and he 
educated his sons well. An elder brother of our Deacon was said to be 
avery scholarly man. The family of Mr. Ting, and that of our former 
Deacon, Rey. Chu-Kiung Tong, were friends, and it was through that 
friendship that Mr. Ting first became acquainted with the Rev. Kong- 
Chai Wong, on a visit of his to Soo-Chow, and afterwards with others of 
our Mission. 

When the Tai Pings had possession of Soo-Chow, the Ting family, 
like many others, were despoiled of their property, and in consequence 
the Tings came to Shanghai, where the acquaintance spoken of was re- 
newed ; and this led to Kia-‘Sung Ting being put into a vacancy in one . 
of our Mission day-schools as its teacher, and to his becoming also a 
learner and believer, and eventually a teacher and preacher of the Gospel, 
_ whereby he and his house and many others, we trust, should be saved. 

WE SORELY NEED HELP. Do press on some recruits to this 
field. Faithfully yours in the Gospel. 


EXTRACT FROM LETTER OF REY. E. H. THOMSON. 
SHANGHAI, October 28. 


My pear Mr. Kimper: . . . . Inow turn to the sad event 
of the death of our dear oe the Rev. Kia-‘Sung Ting. To me 
it is a great personal loss. If not the best, he was one of the best 
native speakers in this region ; a fine voice, a fine presence, an earnest 
man, working sincerely for the cause of Curist. As a helper he was al- 
ways ready, always willing, to do the work assigned tohim. . . . . 
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One would rarely meet a Chinese who had read so extensively in Chinese 
literature of every kind. This gave him his great fluency and readiness 
in speaking. Our Mission has suffered a great loss, and it will be long 
before we can find a man to fill his place. His training in Christian doc- 
trine under Bishop Boone, Bishop Williams, Dr. Nelson and others, had 
given him great clearness of view and soundness in the truth. He leaves 
a widow, three sons and three daughters. 


In the same vein under date Wuchang, October 10, the Rev. W. J. 
Boone writes : 


Rey. Mr. Ting’s death is a sad loss to our work at Shanghai, I 
greatly admired him. It was a treat to listen to his speaking. Mr. 
Thomson will hardly know what to do without him in his multifarious 
labors. 


[It affords us great pleasure to say that through the Foreign Mission- 
aries’ Fund of the Woman’s Auxiliary, the Rey. Mr. Ting has been sus- 
tained as a member of the Clergymen’s Mutual Insurance League, the 
benefit from which will now inure to his widow.—Ep. | 


ANOTHER LETTER FROM THE REV. DR. NELSON. 


SHaneual, Curva, October 2, 1877. 
DEATH OF A CHINESE TEACHER. 


My pear Mr. Kimser: A very sad case occurred to-day in our 
midst, in the death by apoplexy of a Chinese Teacher named Tsang, 
who has been connected in some way with our Mission for a great many 
years, and who especially has been Miss Fay’s factotum in Chinese work 
for a very long time. Only yesterday he was at his ordinary work in 
Miss Fay’s quarters. Last night he seems to have been seized suddenly 
while sitting at his evening meal, and this morning, when I was sent for, 
‘I went to his house in the Chinese City, and found him still alive, but in 
a comatose state, and having been unconscious from the first. He was a 
fine Chinese scholar, and had a wide acquaintance with Chinese literature, 
history, customs, ideas, government, etc., so that he was an authority and 
book of reference for us in many matters. He was with Miss Fay, and 
rendering valuable help in revising sundry nice and critical matters 
(especially in the departments of Natural History) in the Chinese and 
English Dictionary published very recently by Dr. 8. W. Williams, late 
Secretary U. 8. Legation in China, and now Professor of Chinese at Yale 
College. We shall miss him greatly in many ways. But his death 
leaves a vacuum hard to fill at Duane Hall, where he has long been the 
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main instructor of the most advanced pupils, and the student teachers 
and Candidates for Holy Orders, in their Chinese studies.

EXTRACTS FROM LETTERS OF REV. W. J. BOONE. 
Wocunane, Curna, July 21, 1877. 
HELP NEEDED. 

Rey. AnD DEAR Broruer: I do earnestly pray and hope that your 
appeal, plus my letter, will open your way to send help. From my own 
point of view, that is the very first thing to be done for our China Mis- 
sion, and Mr. Thomson said the same when here; but of course you, 
farther away, see other sides of the shield. As it is, I am trying to be 
careful this summer only to hold on, so that through the fall and winter 
I may do all the work which I can of all that presses on me. 


October 19, 1877. 

When I wrote last my dear wife was in bed, having been sick for 
three weeks, and it seemed doubtful how soon she would be able to get 
up; but she has done so well as to now be about the upper rooms 
part of the day, and to hope to come down by Sunday the 21st. I was 
quite sick before she was taken ill, but was improving ; the excitement 
cured me for the time, hence I was able to undertake all the nursing 
single-handed, which was fortunate, as Mrs. Bunn and Willis were both 
poorly, and the other ladies here either ill or with sick children. The 
summer, cool at first, has been unduly prolonged, and much sickness has 
been the result. Along the coast the disease has been cholera ; we inland 
are spared it. , 

We pray daily in chapel and in private for the General Convention 
and the Board. You may be nearly through to-day if no exciting themes 
have prolonged the session. I trust earnest heed was given to the things 
which most concern the Church’s life—the supply of Clergy, the educa- 
tion of the young, the pushing of all aggressive work, the witnessing for 
Curist in the great centres of darkness and sin, 

Are we to have help at once? Such are the questions we revolve in vain 
and in painful doubt. Surely nothing should keep the Committee from . 
sending at least one man for this station very early in 1878, if not 
before, as I still continue to hope. My health and happiness very 
largely depend on it. Iam very far from strong now, and have returns 
of diarrhea on any exertion such as a walk to the street Chapel, or going 

all the way by sedan chair to Hankow. 


[Upon later advices it was feared that Mr. Boone’s malady would 
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become permanent unless he was promptly relieved from duty. The 
Committee haye authorized and requested him to come to. the United 
States for the vacation, to which, under general rules, he has been entitled 
for some time past. This vacation Mr. B, had declined until re-enforce- 
ments should reach China. The Committee, further, have requested the 
Standing Committee of the Jurisdiction tomake such temporary arrange- 
ments as they can for the continuance of the work at Wuchang.—Ep. ] 
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ArRIvAL OF THE New Misstonary.—Under date of October 30, 
Bishop Williams writes: The Rev. Mr. Yokoyama arrived in Yokohama 
on the afternoon of the 3d inst. I went down by the early train to re- 
ceive him. He came up with me by the noon train and remained till the 
next morning, when he went on to see his parents who live about twenty- 
five miles north of Tokio. 

Mr. Blanchet invited him to remain several days with them, as he 
was not very well, that Mrs. Blanchet might nurse him, so that he might 
get up a little strength before going to the country. He declined, how- 
ever.

REPORT OF THE BISHOP OF HAITI. 


To the Board of Missions of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the 
United States of America, to meet at Boston, in Triennial Session, 
in October, 1877. 


J. Tar Harrren Mission Recoanizep as A Foreign Cuurcn. 


Srnce the last Triennial Meeting of the Board of Missions, and the 
close of the Session of the General Convention, November 3, 1874, the 
Church in Haiti has been recognized as a Foreign Church, within the mean- 
ing of Article 10 of the Constitution of the Protestant Episcopal Church in 
America, by a covenant solemnly concluded between the House of Bishops 


on the one part and the National Convocation of the Haitien Church on 
the other.

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II. Nursine Care oF THE AMERICAN CHURCH STILL CONTINUED. 


But notwithstanding the extraneous position thus conceded to the 
Haitien Church, its Missionary work, in conformity with one of the 
stipulations of the covenant generously made by the American Church, 
has continued to be aided by the Foreign Committee of your Board, thus 
giving us succor in the hour of our greatest need, and at the most trying 
crisis in the development of our infant Church ; for which generosity, by 
Gop’s grace, we shall never cease to be grateful. 


Ill. Vocation or THE Cuurca iw Hart1i—Native Ministry. 


The Church in Haiti feels conscious of being called to be the Church 
of the Haitien people. This conviction becomes the more striking from 
the fact that it is the only ecclesiastical organization in this Republic that 
steadily pursues the fixed design of raising up from among these people a 
National Clergy, flesh of their flesh, and bone of their bone, to minister 
among them in sacred things. And at this moment the Church, though 
but of sixteen years duration in this Island, numbers eleven Native Clergy- 
men, whilst the Roman Catholic Church, which now dates nearly four 
centuries from its foundation, has but two Native Priests out of ninety- 
three that form, at the present time, its Clerical staff in the Island ; and 
the Wesleyans, who date back their operations in Haiti sixty years, 
have but one ordained Native Minister. 


TV. GroGRAPHICAL DISTRIBUTION OF ITS WoRK. 


In further pursuance of this settled conviction of its Mission to become 
the Church of the Haitien people, it has from the first formed a plan of 
operations designed to embrace the whole population of the Republic, in 
their diverse geographical positions and distinct local habitations, 

For this end Haiti has been divided into three Missionary Provinces, 
viz: that of the West, of the North and of the South; and persistent 
efforts have been made to gain a foothold in each, and to carry on a 
simultaneous work in all three. 

This division of the territory into Missionary Provinces, has not been 
arbitrarily made, but it has been spontaneously suggested from the dis- 
tinctive natural and diverse social peculiarities that have made themselves 
felt in the history and experience of the Haitien people. Since their 
revolutionary independence they have at times been divided into three 
separate governments, holding respectively these geographical positions ; 
_ and this has come about from the fact that there are marked differences 
in the customs of these sections, and in the peculiar French patois 
that is spoken by the inhabitants of each of these sections. 

These divergencies among the people of Haiti are as great as those 
between the people of the Northern, Southern and Western States of the 
American Union. It seemed, therefore, the part of wisdom to take note 
of this fact in our plan of Missionary operations. 


? 
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VY. Work IN thE WESTERN PROVINCE. © 


In the Western Province where Port-au-Prince, the capital of the 
Republic of Haiti, is situated, our work commenced. At the present 
moment we count therein five organized parishes. Two at the capital, 
one in the southwestern extremity of the province, at Buteau, and two 
in the northeastern extremity, at Trianon and Petit Fond. One half of 
the communicants that the Church in Haiti numbers are members of the 
five parishes of this Metropolitan Province. Three of them own their 
church edifices and the land on which they are situated. A fourth has 
obtained a lot and is at work building an edifice thereon. Trinity Church, 
at the capital, besides its church edifice, owns a rectory. A debt of $500 
is due on its property, that the. parish is now making every effort to 
extinguish. ‘The other parish at the capital still worships in a hired build- 
ing. It is desirable that it should possess its own property. For this, 
however, some aid will be needed from abroad. There are two parish 
schools and a divinity school in this province, and a few scattered com- 
municants at Croix de Bouquets, L’Aracahaie, La Coupe, St. Mare and 
Grand Goive, all of which points are in the Western Province. The 
staff of Clergy in this province, with the Bishop, is composed of seven 
ordained laborers. ; 


VI. Work IN THE SOUTHERN PROVINCE. 


The next stronghold of our Missionary work is in the Province of the 
South. We have four parishes therein organized, and a strong Missionary 
post that depends on the parish at Jérémie, five miles distant therefrom. 
This parish and its dependent station possess church edifices and a par- 
sonage. The parish at Torbec has acquired a lot of land, and is actually 
at work to construct thereon a building for church purposes. The parish 
at Aux Cayes has been putting forth every effort during the last two or 
three years to obtain a lot, but those efforts have not yet been crowned 
with success. The indefatigable pastor at the head of this parish still 
pursues this object undaunted by discouragements, and it is to. be hoped 
that his labors to this end may not be in vain. We have only one school 
now in operation in the South, that of St. Augustine, at Cayes. It is 
now in a very encouraging condition. The Parish of the Redeemer at 
L’Anse-i-Veau is in a feeble and languishing state. Death has taken 
away most of its original members, and its pastor, an octogenarian, cannot 
be expected to do much more active Missionary work. The parish has 
addressed to me a very pressing request to send them a young man, as an 
aid Missionary, there being none suitable in the parish for such work. 
But want of means to aid a young man to go there and dwell, prevents 
me from responding to this request. It is to be hoped that when the 
finances of the Foreign Committee shall be in a more prosperous state 
than at present, it may be induced to enlarge its benefactions toward 
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the work in Haiti, so that a few more laborers may be sent into such 
needy fields, that await our occupation here and elsewhere in this Juris- 
diction. Three Clergymen now labor in this province. 


VII. Work In THE NortTHERN PROVINCE. 


In the North our work has not extended as much as it has in the 
other two provinces. Indeed we have found it difficult to get even a 
foothold therein. We have not yet been able to permanently occupy Cape 
Haitien ; and at Gonaives, where the Gospel has been preached for more 
than thirty years by Wesleyan, Baptist and Episcopal Missionaries, 
without one convert belonging to the locality embracing the truth as it 
is in Jesus, has only been a valuable point to hold from the willingness of 
parents to send their children to the Mission School that we established 
there. This school, however, in consequence of the hard times, the 
inability of most of the parents to continue to pay the tuition fees of their 
children, and consequently the impossibility of meeting a rent of $50 per 
month, has been closed. 

Nevertheless, in spite of all these discouragements we have at last been 
able to gain a foothold at Gros Morne, thirty miles to the north of Gon- 
aives, where the Parish of the Resurrection is organized. This parish is 
composed of upwards of fifty zealous, intelligent and devoted members, 
fully alive to their Christian responsibilities and willing to make every 
sacrifice for the cause of Curist. Two of its members have been admitted 
into the Ministry of the Church. One is a priest and the other a deacon. 
A Church school] for boys exists in the parish, numbering about thirty 
pupils. The Church Wardens and Vestrymen are now devising measures 
to secure a Church property. The situation at Gros Morne, as the busi- 
ness centre of a large surrounding district, whose inhabitants flow weekly 
into that centre on market days in great numbers, is favorable to the 
future spread of our work in other places in the North. The intelligent 
character of our members in that place will also lead them to profit by 
the peculiar advantages of the situation they occupy, to thus do a work 
for Curist and His Church, 

We have afew members scattered at other places in the North, at 
L’Acul, St. Louis du Nord, Port de Paix and St. Michel; and we hope 
that they may form the starting point of other congregations yet to be 

organized in their respective localities. Three ordained Ministers compose 
the Clerical staff of this province. 

I send accompanying this Report, the Missionary statistics of the whole 
jurisdiction for the year ending August 1, 1877, done up in a tabulated 
form, from parochial reports. 

I add here a statement of such Episcopal acts as come not under the 
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head of the parish reports thus tabulated. These acts extend over a 
period of nearly three years, 18757677, up to date.

A WORD TO OUR FRIENDS. 


Ovr readers are by this time mostly aware, that at the late General 
Convention, this Department was, with the others, committed to a Board 
of Managers, who will henceforth exercise a general oversight over the 
entire Missionary work. One of the last acts of the Board of Missions 
during its final session, was to remand our Commission to the Domestic 
Department, making it henceforth more properly a part of the general 
work, We have neither time or inclination to enter on the subject of the 
change at length, but would here merely allude, in brief, to the practical 
features of the present outlook in its effect upon our efforts. 

Every autumn, for several years past, much valuable time has been 
consumed at the Annual Meeting in the discussion of the question as to 
whether a separate organization should or should not continue for Mis- 
sionary work among the Colored People of the South. Sentiment was 
usually divided, discussion prolonged, and the vote when taken so nearly 
equal as to leave the average mind stiJl in doubt. That question is fully 
settled at last. Hereafter, we are part of the general work, with a special 
Committee. Practically, the work will go forward with the same regard 
to the spiritual interests of the neglected race as before. 

The Missionaries are now in the field at their work as usual, and the 
only hindrance is, that contributors have withheld their usual offerings 
till they could feel assured that some definite action had been taken. 
Henceforth there will be no further loss of time on the part of those at tke 
front, who have had cause to be apprehensive as to the continuance of 
their appointments. 

All Missionaries sent out by the Committee at the suggestion of their 
Ecclesiastical authority, will still have the Church’s care and the Church’s 
prayers ; and those Clergy whose cures are among the Colored People 
will be sustained in their efforts in this direction, so far as circumstances 


will allow. 
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Nevertheless, legislation, however wise, must not be expected to be 
instantaneous in its favorable results, in this case more than in others, 
or at once, to.add materially to our resources. It requires time to be 
known and rightly apprehended. Meanwhile, offerings are withheld, 
Our treasury is empty, and we need immediate relief. Effort proportion- 
ate to the increased consideration this question has lately received, is 
immediately necessary. The Committee, we feel assured, will shrink 
from no reasonable responsibility. 

May not our Treasurer hope to hear from our friends during the 
present holidays, and thus relieve our anxiety and that of our Missionaries ?

SAVANNAH, GEORGIA. 
REY. H. DUNLOP, EVANGELIST. 


Dunrine the past five or six years, free schools have been established 
upon some of the plantations, but in most instances the funds of the county 
are unable to sustain these schools for more than three months of the 
year, and in no instance, out of the towns or cities, for more than five 
months. This is simply so much labor and money thrown away or 
sacrificed, in order to prove to the colored man, that the county or State 
offers him the same privileges it extends to the white. At the expiration 
of seven or of nine months’ vacation, the child, receiving no home-instruc- 
tion, has forgotten all, or nearly all, it had learned. The second year it 
begins not where it left off but where it began the previous one, and ends 
where it should have begun. Year after year is spent in this way until 
teacher and scholar and parent, regard the whole as a drudgery, proper and 
right to endure, but from which no satisfactory results are to be expected. 
Of this expenditure of time and means, heretofore lost, the Church could 
take advantage ; and if the Blessed Master has placed her under any 
obligation to this people—if she is “a debtor to the unwise as well as to 
the wise”—by a prompt and generous action here, she might in part 
relieve herself of the undischarged obligation under which she has allowed 
herself to rest ; and the means to be adopted at once suggests itself. 
Upon the plantations let schools be opened and sustained nine months of 
the year where none at present exist, and let the five or the three months” 
school of the county, be supplemented so as to secure to the child nine 
months’ instruction ; let the teachers manage a Sunday-school and teach 
a night-school for adults, and let a Missionary—a white man in Priest’s. 
Orders—who will devote himself to this work, be put in charge of three 
or four Mission stations, having one of these schools attached to each. In 
the City of Savannah there is a colored population of 14,000. Of these, 
5,161 are Baptists (over 3,000 of these are reported as communicants of 
one congregation), nearly 700 Roman Catholics, 525 Methodists (the 
communicants of one of their congregations, three or four years ago, 
numbered over the double of their present aggregate), 65 Presbyterians, 
communicants of our own Church 190—in all 6,790 persons who profess 
religion. Let it be supposed that three-fourths of the whole population 
are absolutely beyond our reach, fixed in their attachment to their: 
churches, and to their vices; three thousand souls would still remain who. 
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are not confirmed in any habits, and who are in a condition to follow, 
without much resistance, any one who will lead, whether it be to the 
Fatuer’s House or to destruction. Surely natural benevolence would 
prompt some eifort, some sacrifice, in their behalf, if only a hope existed 
of saving them and their children, and generations yet unborn, from the 
corrupt influence to which, unaided by the Church of Gop, they must: 
inevitably yield. Were a large Free Church to be built, with end and 
side galleries wide and well-ventilated for the colored, the white people,, 
who are either too poor to rent sittings or not sufficiently interested in 
religion to do so, or even to enter a Church where they might be treated 
as intruders upon the rights of others, would gladly attend (the large 
attendance of these, as well as of the colored, at the open air Services 
held in the city is a proof of this), and with Gop’s promised blessing their 
influence would then be given to save and not to destroy a race whom Gop 
has brought to our doors, not for a curse and to be one, but for a blessing, 
and in return to bless. It is not enough to build a church for the Colored 
People, and to send a Minister to preach to all who choose to attend his 
Services, schools are needed—parish and Sunday-schools—a regular 
system of visitation from house to house is needed, and the sympathy 
and support of the white people among whom they live areneeded. These 
agencies could be obtained more readily, developed more fully, brought 
to operate more efficiently, and would be established upon a wider, and 
stronger basis by means of a Free Church such as I suggest; than by the 
system now generally in force, which in its practical working, is a little 
more than suggestive of excommunication on account of color and social 
status. If only one large Free Church, possessing means to make itself 
felt, were established in each one of our larger Southern cities, a connecting 
link, at least, would thereby be formed between congregations composed 
respectively of races that nature has separated by strongly marked lines ; 
or if by Divine grace that link has already been formed, and by the Rz- 
DEEMER’s own hands fastened, which binding Himself to us binds us to 
them, rendering our spiritual elevation, as a Church, inseparable from 
theirs, we might then, by this means, render the relative conditions that 
exist recognizable, and be aided to realize and to exhibit to them and to 
the world, the true idea of unity and Catholicity—‘ One Lorp, one Faith, 
one Baptism, one Gop and Faruer of ail, who is above all and through 
all, and in you all.” The efficiency of such a system is not a thing merely 
theoretical. The work done amongst them by Roman Catholics, not 
alone by their schools, but by setting apart for their use the galleries of 
their cathedral, and by their members inviting them there, affords one of 
several instances that might be given of its success. Where it is unusual 
to place the names of a white and of a colored communicant upon the 
same parish register, one of the most essential elements of success is 
wanting. Sympathy is wanting, and when sympathy is wanting our 
boasted unity or communion is but a figment. It is true that the sym- 
_ pathies of the strong should flow out to the weak, of whatever color or 
however remote ; but we have to do with things as they are, and it is 
but too true that whilst we may give of our means, when an appeal is 
made to us for the benefit of the weak and distant, our sympathies are 
generally stopped by the boundaries of our respective parishes as defined 
by the parish register. ; 
An offering of twenty-five cents from each communicant of the Church, 
if made during the present year, would secure in the beginning of next

the building of such a church in the City of Savannah, and the support 
of the Missionary system in connexion with it, and also its establishment _ 
and support upon the rice plantations of the Savannah, the ef Kars % 
the Altamaha and the Satilla Rivers. Thus, with the promised blessing © 
of the Reprewer’s presence and guidance, these moral wastes could be 
reclaimed, and we could convert into fruitful fields, into vases of life and 
beauty, the sources of an epidemic more terrible in its immediate as well — 
as in its final results, than chat which in behalf of the sufferer, enlists the 
sympathies of the world, and commands the wealth, the skill, the life, of 
its noblest as long as the cause exists. Had the ravages of this pestilence 
that walketh in darkness been seen and known by the world as the 
have been, or should have been seen and known by the Church, it woul 
long, long ago have been driven from its lair. And whilst the measure 
of apparent success is not the measure by which work done in Gop’s 
Name—if Gon’s work—is to be determined, there is reason to believe 
that he who devoted to this object either bis life as a Missionary, or the _ 
gains resulting from his labors in another sphere, would, in due time, 
with the Blessed Master, who by His own blood redeemed unto Gop the 
lost of all nations and kindreds and tongues, see of the travail of his soul 
and b¢ satisyied.

A FOREIGN MISSIONARY SERMON. 


BY THE RT. REY. G, T. BEDELL, D.D., BISHOP OF OHIO. 


On the evening of the Twentieth Sunday after Trinity, October 14th, 

1877, a Missionary Service was held in St. Paul’s Church, Boston, and a 
sermon preached in behalf of Foreign Missions, under the auspices of the 
Woman’s Auxiliary.

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SERMON. 
Acts x. 45,-They . .. . were astonished, as many as came with Peter, because that 


on the Gentiles also was poured out the gift of the HoLy GuostT. 


History repeats itself. If those were the first, they have not eee 
the last Churchmen astonished that Gop’s grace ahesid be poured out 
on the Gentiles. Surrounded to-night by believers, and believers whose 
hearts have been touched by the desolateness of a heathen world which 
does not know our Curis, it will yet be singular if there are not also 
some present who give to Foreign Missions a very vague consent. Per- 
haps, indeed, I speak to some who will be as much astonished, as were 
those that came with Peter to the Centurion’s house of Czsarea, when 
they hear of the triumphs of the religion of Jesus on Foreign heathen 
shores. 

Why not? Are not we descendants of the Gentiles? And is not this 
worship, this atmosphere of grace in which we moye, this blessed charity 
of the Gospel which binds us all in one, a proof of the power of the re- 
ligion of Jesus on Gentiles’ hearts ? 

Those aliens of whom the Apostle wrote, were our forefathers ; 
“strangers from the covenants of promise,” over whom the Apostle 
yearned, On the steppes of Northern Asia, among the wilds of North- 
ern Germany, or in the sunnier clime but no less rude civilization of 
Gaul and Britain, our fathers were laying the foundations of the grand 
Anglo-Saxon race. 

But far back in those olden days, far away in those forests, they wor- 
shipped fierce gods, slew hecatombs of men to appease Woden and Thor, 
because they had not heard of the one sufficient Sacrifice, or the grace of 
the one loving Father. 

Is the contrast between that past and this present a miracle ? Or is 
the change from that heathenism to this Christendom, the slow but nat- 
ural and certain result of the Gospel? It is the same in all ages, among 
all nations, within all hearts; the same inevitable process, the same in- 
evitable spiritual process to-day as in every generation since our Lorp 
was crucified. I shall not help you solve the question by any philosophy 
of history, or any religious speculations. I bring you facts. And just 
that argument which caused the believers who came with Peter, first to 
wonder when they saw a Roman centurion and his Cesarean neighbors 
bowing at the name of Jesus; and then compelled them to adore the 
grace of Gop which had brought these strangers home; and then un- 
locked their tears and their gratitude and their heart songs, and poured 
the wealth of their love on these heathen children of the Great Father 
drawn into brotherhood by the arms of His compassion—just that argu- 
ment I bring to-night to move you to pity a heathen world still prodigal 
from Gop and strangers to the love of Curist. 


It is the argument of facts. No doubt Gop will be ready to forgive 
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you, if, because any of you have not sufficiently read or examined this 
subject, any of you that believe shall be “astonished” when you see 
that “on the Gentiles is poured out the gift of the Hory Guosr.” But 
you will not be so easily forgiven, if, after that you shall have seen, you 
restrain your hearts from thanksgiving or your hands from alms. 

Note then first, that the Hoty Sprrrr manifests Himself in heathen 
lands to-day as clearly as He did in the conversion of the heathen family 
of Cornelius, and in precisely the same way. The parallelism is remark- 
. able. 

It happened at Travancore in South India. There was a Brahmin 
family, well educated, of high intellectual attainments, greatly esteemed 
throughout their neighborhood. They lived in a respectable house, 
which a wealthy Sudra had built, and with the lands around it had pre- 
sented to this family, as a mark of his reverence for Brahma, and as a 
propitiation for his sins. 

The family numbered ten persons, among whom were three grown 
up sons and two other adults. The father received his first impressions 
of Divine truth from the conversation of Syrian Christians who passed 
through the town one day, and from portions of Scripture, and of the 
*Pilgrim’s Progress” which they left in his hands. The mother, who was 
a woman of superior mind, from her childhood had suspicions of the 
truth of the Brahminical religion. But neither had confessed to the 
other those strange doubts which were forcing themselves upon every 
current of thought. At last, one day the husband read to his wife one 
of the Scripture stories which had moved his heart, when she suddenly 
exclaimed, “That is the truth I have been seeking.” Then they found 
that an invisible power had been leading them both in that line of spirit- 
ual longing which is satisfied only by the Gospel. They told their 
thoughts to the other members of the family. One after another joined 
in the search for a sufficient Saviour. With the little light they had 
from those few pages of the New Testament, but wonderfully illumined 
by the Hoty Guost, their minds gradually seized the grand revelations 
of the Gospel. This process went on for some time independent of Mis- 
sionary agency. At last a native teacher came that way. He introduced 
them to a Missionary. The Missionary found all of them—the whole ten 
persons—fully prepared for Baptism, and admitted them into the Church 
of Curist: For “can any man forbid water,” said St. Peter, “that these 
-should not be baptized, which have received the Hoty Guosr as well as 
we?” And so, like the heathen Centurion and his household, this Brah- 
min rose and was baptized, he and all his straightway. And the Mission- 
ary records, ‘“‘ They have since stood firm under the severe test of persecu- 
tion, and the loss of worldly wealth.” 

In such an investigation as that which engages us this evening, it is 
important that we should know, not only that these converts profess to 
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be Christians, but that their Christianity bears the test established by 
the Gospel. 


Genuine religion is evidenced by humility, by a change of selfishness 


into submission to Divine will and desire for Gon’s will, by spiritual 
joy, by love of Curisr, by anxiety for the salvation of souls whom He 
has redeemed, by love for the Bible and love of prayer, by charity, by 
self-denying labors, by earnestness in all good works, and by such a pro- 
fession as separates the Christian from all ungodliness and worldliness of 
practice. Is the test sufficient ? 

Here then is a Rajah, in North India, a man in authority. His people 
had learned to follow his nod. Imperfectly instructed in Christianity, he 
had at first become the leader of asect. But at last, being truly converted 
—see the humility of this once spiritual guide, this man who once thought 
himself a mediator with the gods. He is addressing his people: “I am 
no longer,” he said, “ your spiritual guide ; One is your spiritual Guide, 
and that is Curist. Iam your brother. Iam not above you. We are 
equals. You must cease to look to me as your mediator. One is your 
Mediator. Look now entirely to Curist.” 

Here is a little company of praying people on the West Coast of Africa. 
The Missionary writes: “It was at one time painful to hear certain indi- 
viduals pray, their supplications were so entirely filled by their individual 
wishes. But now the burden of their prayer is, ‘‘ Do Thou, O Lorn, what 
seemeth to Thee best. Make all to work for good to the whole country 
and for the coming of Thy Kingdom.” 

Many a Christian in Christendom might profit by the example of the 
unselfish spirit of those poor Yoruba children of Gop in far away Africa. 

But I pause a moment, to assure you that Iam not reciting a story 
written by a Missionary for a purpose. Iam giving the results of my 
own reading of hundreds of similar testimonies, told in the unaffected 
language of truth. Nor are they altogether of the last year; and they 
are not at all from the pages of Tux Sprrir or Missions, with which you 
are all familiar, or ought to be. 

Nor will I mention a single fact which is not recorded in the experi- 
ence of our own Episcopal Churches. I show you what power the Gospel 
exerts over heathen minds, under the safe and wise teachings of Episco- 
pal Missionaries. I confine myself to facts reported by them. 

Here is the headman of a village in the Palmacotta district, in East- 
ern India. When the Missionaries first knew him, he was seeking his 
happiness in worldliness and fashionable amusements—I mean those of 
his country—the worship of idols and grand ceremonials, torch-light ex- 
citements, music, dances and processions, the gaiety of heathen lands, 
But he could not find peace, At last he learned the joys of a Christian. 
Old things had passed away. All things had become new. He was 
walking in the quiet routine of religious duty. His only excitements 
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now were the activities of an earnest soul carrying the spiritual tidings 
of the Crucified, and the sweet charities of the Gospel, to those of his 
neighbors who were still in heathen ignorance. A Missionary met him 
one day, and seeing his countenance all alight, he said, “You have been 
happy to-day.” “Yes, sir,” he replied ; but added in the most unaf- 
fected manner, “I am always happy now.” 

Instances of ardor in the expression of love for Curist, and its in- 
variable concomitant desire for the salvation of others, are so abundant 
in the history of Foreign Missions, that it is difficult to select. 

An elderly Chinese tailor had a shop in Ningpo. That city was as- 
saulted by the rebels, given up to pillage, became the scene of unrestrained 
heathen barbarities. But this man remained at his post, possessing his 
soul in perfect peace, for he was Curist’s. At last the rebels seized him, 
and threw him into prison. Subsequently, being claimed as a Christian, 
the Taeping authorities released him, And thisis his account of his state 
of mind during those terrible days: “ At first I felt very sad, for I had 
left my aged motheralone. But when I saw numbers of my neighbors in 
the same calamity, I bethought me of my true comfort. And then I be- 
gan to tell those with me of Curisr, and of the peace which He gives to 
His people. And as I spoke comfort to others, my soul was comforted.” 
How genuine that experience of the love of Jesus! Impulsively a be- 
liever’s soul goes out to tell to others the source of its own tranquility. 

If love of the Bible and of prayer belongs to a genuine Christianity, 
we have it in the Bishop of Mauritius’ account of his visit to Madagascar 
just at the close of the late persecution. Most of his native attendants 
were Christians. Wherever he stopped the Christians gathered around 
him to hear Gon’s Word and pray. When he asked his disciples what 
he could do for them, their reply was, “ Give us a Bible.” So constantly 
did they importune him for his prayers, that the good Bishop’s strength 
in the effort to pray with them actually gave way in the effort to pray 
enough to satisfy their hungry souls. 

When he went to sleep at night he left his bearers reading the Bible, 
and at intervals praying ; and when he awoke in the morning, they were 
still engaged in reading the Bible and in praying. And on inquiry he 
found that they had spent the whole night in reading the Bible and in 
prayer. 

You will remember the sad story of that Church. After an interval of 
‘blessed spiritual liberty, “freedom to worship Gop,” on the accession of 
an idolatrous Queen, her government resolved to crush out Christianity; 
to crush it out. For sixteen years every church was shut; their pray- 
ing assemblies ceased ; their Bibles were burned ; two Christians could 
not meet to talk about their religion or their Lorp without danger of 
arrest. But their faith was immortal. Sixteen years without any means 
of grace! But the religion of these Gentiles survived ! And when the 
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Bishop of Mauritius visited them after this long and bitter persecution, 
their faith and their devotion were as vigorous as ever. 

Real Christianity develops unselfish liberality. A Christian Hindoo 
brought five rupees to his Missionary, and said : “I have received this 
increase of my salary. I have thought it best to bring it as a thank-offer- 
ing to Gon for the propagation of the Gospel.” 

Increase of responsibility, and a sense of increased privilege in giving 
to the Lorn’s work, which follows every increase of Gon’s gifts! Is that 
Christianity? Is that Christian duty? I think I hear some one whisper 
these questions in astonishment. And have you not “so learned CuristT” ? 
Self-consecration follows faith. Self-denying exertions to make the Lorp 
known to others, is the genuine outgrowth of love towards CuristT. 

As in Tinevelly. Two shoemakers, as soon as they had experienced 
the preciousness of the Saviour to themselves, started off on a Mis- 
sionary journey to proclaim Him to men of their own caste in neigh- 
boring villages. They travelled far on this labor of love. They carried 
their leather and their tools ; and as St. Peter was working with Simon, 
a tanner, when sent forth to preach the Gospel in Ceserea, so these shoe- 
makers worked on in their trade as they went from one hamlet to another, 
supporting themselves by their handicraft, whilst proclaiming the Gospel 
of Peace. 

So among the islands where Bishop Patteson became a martyr for 
Curist, native Christians, catching his enthusiasm, have manned and 
freighted and sail their own Missionary vessel, at their own cost, carrying 
the Gospel to islands still in the midnight of heathenism.. That sign of 
Christianity is invariable. 

Listen, Christians at home! Listen to the exhortation of a Yoruba 
farmer in Africa. He is telling sober truth to a knot of his countrymen. 
‘Brethren, if our faith do not constrain us to love and to action for 
Cunist, it is dead. Look at these books and other gifts which Christians 
in England have sent to Africa. It proves their living faith. I exhort 
you to show the same life in your faith.” And it is life/ In a little vil- 
lage on the West coast of Africa you will find a Young Men’s Christian 
Association, meeting twice a week, and earnestly engaged in benevolent 
labors. In Bengal you will find the attendants at the prayer-meetings 
forming “ Poor funds ” among themselves, and relieving their neighbors’ 
wants. In Ceylon you will find The Tamil Christian Friends’ Society, 
formed and supported entirely by those who were once heathen, which 
supplies the needs of all the indigent among them, and which has so 
learned charity from Curtst, that as soon as the members heard of the 
famine in North-west India, they ministered for it liberally out of their 
own poverty. 

Can you have forgotten that touching incident at our own Triennial 
Meeting in Baltimore, when the children of our oldest Foreign Mission 
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in Greece sent their needle-work and their own cherished personal treas- 
ures to be sold as a tribute of their loving charity for the poor Indians 
in our own Domestic field ? 

Such facts from an argument that cannot be answered, ought not to 
be resisted. If love, joy, peace, long-suffering, gentleness, goodness, faith, 
meekness, temperance, are fruits of the Sprrrr, and only fruits of the Hoty 
Sprrir’s grace, then here you have evidence which cannot be mistaken 
that the Hoty Guosr has been poured out upon these Gentiles. 

And yet one more fact. Our Church has six candidates for the Mis- 
sion in Africa, and sixteen in China, And, O shame upon our laggard 
hearts, these twenty men, on whom the Hoty Guosr has already poured 
His graces, have been waiting and waiting and waiting, whilst our Church 
has been debating with its parsimony whether it could afford to send 
thema Bishop. Six of them will not need to wait much longer, for their 
Bishop (Right Rey. Dr. Penick), who is here to-night, lately consecrated, 
is held in an unwilling chain, until the close of this Convention shall 
release him, from his chosen work.* But the sixteen in China must 
still wait. Lorp! how long ! 

And yet one more fact. At one Ordination, in one Foreign Diocese, 
thirteen native Christians were admitted to Deacon’s Orders, and eleven 
to the Priesthood—twenty-nine native Christians ordained at one time. 
‘Was ever one Diocese in our own favored land so blessed of the Sririr? 

Out of 697 Foreign Missionaries of our own Church and of the Church 
of England, 243 are converted heathen. In the Mission of the Church 
Missionary Society alone, there are nearly 25,000 communicants (24,500) 
and nearly 115,000 Christians. And in Foreign fields of our Episcopal 
Church more than 3,000 native unordained Christians are engaged in 
earnest, active lay work for Curist and in His name ; of whom—and this 
fact brings me very near to the special interest of this occasiont—more 
than 600 are women. 

I leave the argument there, for the astonishment of those who “ come 
with Peter,” but have never enquired into the facts of Foreign Mission- 
ary progress ; I leave the argument, for the conviction of those who in 
the midst of this Missionary certury still doubt whether the Hoty Guosr 
is either able or loving enough to lead poor heathen souls to the mercies 
of a Saviour crucified. But I carry the argument on, and all its array 
of precious facts, and the thousand other like facts with which you are 


. familiar, to comfort, and encourage, and strengthen your hearts, whose 


sympathies have shown themselves to be all alive for Foreign Missions. 
There is a curious history yet unwritten of woman’s influence in the 
progressive development of the Church of Curist. A history not of

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glorious martyrdoms only, not of deeds of heroic daring only, but of the 
mightier victories of love, and the more enduring triumphs of domestic 
opportunity, the far-reaching successes of Christian tact, the immortal 
conquests for Curist that have been won by the seizure of right moments 
within the privacy of home. Public deeds are written in the history 
of time. Private victories for Curisr are written in Gop’s history of 
eternity. Perhaps we shall find these more enduring, and more really 
influential than those ; as we shall certainly find them occupying a larger 
space in the Angel’s record. And so, it may be that after all, woman’s 
work is writing the largest part of Christian history. 

Sometimes, even ordinary history takes some account of woman’s work 
for the Church. ‘When Queens become nursing mothers of Christianity, 
the dullest eye can recognize their influence. There is a remarkable 
tradition which has lingered on the names of ancient places, and in the 
uncouth language of old Ireland, which connects the daughters of King 
Zedekiah, eight hundred years before Curist, with the royal lineage of 
Great Britain, and consequently with the history of its Church. I give 
you the tradition, separating the fragments of history from the fragments 
of unwritten story. The King’s daughters were carried captives with the 
Prophet Jeremiah, when he went from Jerusalem to Egypt in the days of 
Hezekiah. At that point, and in the land of the Nile, history loses sight 
of them. But the tradition says that these Princesses, together with the 
Prophet, sailed in ships of Dan, were shipwrecked in Spain, and sub- 
sequently sailed to Ireland. One of these princesses, Tephi, married 
Kochaid, King of Ulster. From them was descended Fergus, who con- 
quered the Hebrides. Then history takes up the thread again. For from 
Fergus descended the Scottish James VI., England’s James I., whose zeal 
for the Word of Gop (for our English version was made by his authority) 
is thus accounted for by natural inheritance, from Zedekiah’s daughter 
and the faithful instructions of Jeremiah. The tradition may stand for 
what it is worth. It is at least a curious piecing together of a few facts, 
with many fancies, by the aid of a little archeology, and a good deal of 
so called philology. 

But here is an undisputed fact, nearly 1800 years old, which couples 
woman’s work directly with the introduction of Curisr’s Gospel into 
Britain. For Eigen, the granddaughter of Brennus, was carried captive 
with him to Rome in the first century. Both of them learned of Christi- 
anity and embraced it as the result of that captivity. And they were 
her sweet presentations of the love of Curist, when they returned, more 
influential than her grandfather’s authority, which laid the foundations of 
the Christian faith in Old Sarum. 

Then again when the old British Church had become almost extinct 
through its conflicts with paganism, and the time had come, in the provi- 
dence of Gop, when a fresh infusion of the faith was to reinforce that 
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dying life, and send new blood of the pure Gospel through the old 
arteries, it was Bertha, the daughter of Charibert, King of Paris, whom 
the Lorp sent as a Missionary. Ethelbert of Kent demanded her in 
marriage ; but she would not leave her Christian home until she had 
obtained the promise that the British chieftain would give her a church 
at Canterbury, and the Services of her own Ministers of Gop. So that 
it came to pass, that it was the faith which the French Church held that 
was mingled by her instrumentality with the almost extinct life of the 
old British Christianity ; and that faith was comparatively pure. For 
Irenzeus planted the Church in Arles ; and thence Augustine brought it, 
the same faith which Bertha learned and her Pastor brought from Paris. 
How strangely the currents meet. Eigen learning the Gospel in Cesar’s 
household, and bringing the Gospel directly from Saint Paul to the 
ancient British Church ; Bertha learning the same Gospel which Saint 
John had taught to Polycarp, and Irenzus had received at that martyr’s 
lips, and bringing it to the later British Church. And so, in the holy 
influence of their scholars, both of them women, Saint Paul and Saint 
John met at Canterbury. And history ascribes to Bertha’s loving minis- 
tries of the faith of Jusus, the conversion of her husband Ethelbert, 
which was followed by the less gentle conversion and the baptism of 
ten thousand of his Saxon subjects by Augustine the first Archbishop. 

So again, when the reformation came, England would have lost all that 
Edward VI. had attained in laying foundations for our Church, had it not 
been for the reign of Elizabeth. And so, once more, when our revolution 
came, and the time that Gop had prepared as the opportunity of our own 
Protestant Episcopal Church, it was Queen Anne’s bounty and William 
and Mary’s generosity —names ever coupled—husband and wife, noble in 
charity, that had scattered here and there throughout our colonies, funds 
which became elements of power for our feeble Church. 

Very curiously, woman’s work is thus interwoven with the history of 
our Church at its great crises, from the first moment of its introduction 
into Britian. 

But more intimately, as well as more generally observed, woman’s 
work is linked with the advance of the Gospel in this critical era—the 
Mission period of the Church of Curisr. 

Need I repeat to you the story of the blessed labors of Mrs, Payne, 
and Mary Ball and Miss Savery in Africa ; of Mrs. Boone, of Miss Fay 
in China, who at the close of twenty-five years of restless activity, has 
been greeted by the grateful Chinamen with their title of highest honor 
as “the Lady Fay”; of one whose name I may not mention because of 
her presence to-night, who has labored side by side with that Missionary 
of our Church, whose privilege it has been by unwearied patience and 
profound scholarship to translate the Bible into the language of three 
hundred million of Chinese; labored side by side with him there .in 
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gracious ministering to the poor heathen, and here in grateful efforts to 
awaken the sympathies of Christian women in the work of our Foreign 
Missions? Shall I mention Miss Baldwin, who has lately gone to her rest 
in Joppa, after more than forty years of continued Foreign work, or 
Miss Muir in Athens, who has taken up the thread scarcely yet laid down 
by the devoted, self-consecrated, wise, patient, ardent, hopeful, unwearied 
Mrs. Hill ? 

A new field is opening in India which men cannot enter. But women 
at once are found to devote themselves to this opportunity ; and they 
are busy in inculcating the Gospel from house to house in the zenanas, 
the apartments of the women ; and the efficient leader is a Missionary 
who went out to foreign lands for our own Church, and under our own 
Missionary auspices. In Africa all that the Gospel gains by preaching 
must be held, if held at all, by domestic influences, guided by our faith- 
ful and well-skilled Missionary women. And it is only since I began to 
prepare to address you to-night, that I have learned that the head of the 
schools and hospital work of the English Mission at Sierra Leone in 
Africa, is the sister of our beloved friend, and the guest of the Conven- 
tion, the Bishop of Huron. 

In China and Japan the Gospel can make no progress whatsoever 
until those Mongolians have Jearned how to read and talk in the dialect 
of Christianity, and discovered how to translate the ideas of the Christian 
faith into their own habits of thinking. And this preliminary discipline 
is woman’s work in our Missions on those Eastern shores. 

I am not to speak of Home Missions ; and yet how can I not bear 
tribute to the noble women who are working to carry the Gospel, in heart 
and life, in word and practical illustration, among our ignorant brethren 
unused to freedom in the Southern States, and our poor suffering Red 
men of the West—happier, if they were not wards of a Christian coun- 
try—sorrowing most of all because of treaties violated by a Christian 
nation at every caprice ; sacred words spoken bya Christian government, 
but which bind it only as would withes woven of a morning mist ! 

Blessed be Gop! at this critical moment of our Mission work at home 
and abroad, our Christian women associate themselves to strengthen 
Missions by their energy and liberality, and to infuse new life into the 
working force by their genial outspeaking and outacting sympathy. 
This instrumentality has become potent. Foreign Missions would 
experience a still deeper fear, and our Domestic Missionaries would lose 
$40,000 worth of most valued and practical gifts, were it not for the 
devotion of the “ Woman’s Auxiliary to the Board of Missions.” For 
the regeneration of the ancient Church in Mexico the “ Women’s League” 
has already spread its branches into thirteen Dioceses, and gathered in 
this last year $10,000. And on what could Massachusetts now depend 
for arousing the sympathies of its Parishes in Foreign Missions, and 
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drawing out their liberality, were it not for the indefatigable work of its 
“ Woman’s Auxiliary,” which spreads the net and chain of its influence 
_ over forty-three churches, and adds to the Foreign Mission charities of 
the Diocese a continual loving supply of those most precious gifts—those 
which do not cost the givers nothing—those which test their self-sacrifice 
and self-conservation. 

This Auxiliary now pays a large part of the salary of one of our 
devoted Missionary women in China ; and during the past year has sup- 
ported twelve scholarships in our Chinese schools ; besides remembering 
by some suitable gift every Foreign Station of our Church. 

All hail! to the Christian women who have shown to the Church the 
latent power that was lying undiscovered and unused within the limits of 
our Christian homes. Power which, without taking one step beyond its 
Divinely consecrated sphere, without disturbing the sanctities of home, or 
straining modesty and reserve (essential elements of womanly strength), 
has gone ministering in the houses of poverty, as Sisters teaching the 
poor to help themselves, teaching industry, economy, thrift, neatness, and 
binding all the rough hearts with the gentleness of Curist ; which has 
stirred dull charities among the men of the Church, by its quiet example 
of liberality, and awakened many a sleeping Church by its irresistible 
appeal of sleepless activity. 

It is the gentle voice of the Bride which I hear, as she is waiting, not 
idly, for the footsteps of the Spouse, Curisr. As the morning breaks 
and the shadows flee away, He is coming to visit His garden. But she 
has been busy long before the dawn, and still is working hopefully in the 
grey twilight of His approaching coming. And even now, unseen by 
her, in spirit, He is walking delighted through these new fields of labor 
which His Bride has opened. As He sees the new plants which are 
springing from her hand ; as He accepts the new fruit which is ripening 
at her touch ; as He breathes the new perfume of loving charity which 
loads the air at the impulse of her Christian ingenuity, He is speaking of 
His Bride, and every word is laden with a blessing, and every word is 
significant of a promise—“‘She hath done what she could.” And then 
upon the dawning day, it is the merry morning song of His Bride—still 
waiting, still watching—that I hear, half carol, and half prayer, working 
while she prays, and praying while she sings : 

«“« Awake, O North wind, 
And come, thou South, 
Blow upon my garden, 
That the spices thereof may flow out’ 
for my Beloved and my Lorp!”

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Iv is earnestly hoped that the American Church will not, in any de- 
gree, intermit her interest in the young sister Church, which is claiming 
her sympathy and succor. On the contrary, let us trust that the present 
most promising aspect of our relations to the Mexican Church will largely 
induce and increase that charitable encouragement. The catholic condi- 
tions and guarantees necessarily exacted are being rapidly and satisfac- 
torily fulfilled. A Liturgy compiled from Mozarabic sources, and which 
has received the enthusiastic approval of Bishops and Clergy, represent- 
ing different shades of thought in the Church, and the consecration of 
the two elected Bishops, will shortly place the Mexican Church altogether 
in her rightful position as the actual National “ Old Catholic” Church, 
taking a stand undoubtedly forfeited by Rome, and which, from personal 
observation, we are confident she is abundantly able, under Gop’s grace, 
to maintain. 

But while everything spiritual is thus hopeful, the temporal condition 
of the Mexican Church is very precarious. The Clergy and people are 
alike poor, and, we may add, “ hated by all men for His Name’s sake.” 
It is indeed the poor to whom the Gospel is preached in that darkened 
land, and who gladly receive it ; but they are neither able to support 
their Clergy nor to sustain the Seminary, the Schools, the Orphanage, 
etc., which the effective organization of their Church demands. It is, 
therefore, to us—to their neighboring brethren—that they look for every 
assistance, not only for our good will and holy prayers, but also for 
means to enable them to sustain, continue and increase their most re- 
sponsible and exacting Church work. Let us then help them, as richer 
and happier brethren are ever bounden to help the needier ! 

Let us help them abundantly, as we are “always especially obligated 
to distribute to the necessity of the saints,” knowing that “Gop is not 
unrighteous, that He will forget our works and labor that proceedeth of 
love.” 

It is most affectionately and urgently asked that every parish will 
remember in the offertory this most worthy Church cause in the course 
of this Winter, or year, and that not a few will do so at once, if they do 
not wish to see some of the outworks, at least, of this part of Gop’s Zion 
fall into hands that are eagerly awaiting the first signs of weakness and 
decay.

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TO THE RECTORS, MISSIONARIES AND PARISHES IN THE 
DIOCESE OF OHIO, 


Breturen : Having been appointed a Special Committee on General 
Missions for the Diocese of Ohio, by the Board of Managers of the 
Domestic and Foreign Missionary Society of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church, at their Meeting in October last, we respectfully address you 
this letter. 

We are charged with the duty of promoting the interests of General 
Missions in this Diocese and of fostering a Missionary spirit, and we en- 
ter hopefully on our duties, knowing that we shall meet a warm response 
from our co-laborers in the parochial field. 

At the last Meeting of the General Convention, that body became 
and is hereafter to be known as the Board of Missions. Two or more 
days in each Triennial Meeting of the General Convention are to be 
given to the consideration of Missions—the two houses sitting together 
or separately, as may then be determined. During the interim between 
two Conventions, the ordering of Missionary affairs is committed to a 
“Board of Managers.” This Board consists of the Bishops, ex-officio, 
and fifteen Clergymen and fifteen Laymen, carefully selected by the 
General Convention. 

These thirty Managers have divided themselves into two Executive 
Committees, one for Domestic and one for Foreign Missions. The 
Domestic Committee is presided over by the Rt. Rey. A. N. Littlejohn, 
D.D., and the Foreign Committee by the Rt. Rey. Horatio Potter, D.D. 

The Domestic Committee has organized a Special Committee for the 
Indians, and one for the Freedmen. The Foreign Committee has as- 
sumed the charge of the Mexican work, and has recognized the Ameri- 
can Church Missionary Society and the Mexican League as its special 
agents in that work. These Sub-Committees are responsible for the work 
committed to them, and will report to the Domestic and Foreign Com- 
mittees respectively. 

This Board of Managers has (as before recited) appointed us as its 
Special Committee for the Diocese of Ohio. To further the end in view 
we have divided ourselves into Sub-Committees, as follows :

Tine members of these Sub-Committees will obtain and put into avail- 


able form detailed information on the subjects with which each is charged, 
and will furnish it from time to time to the Clergy or Parishes, and they 
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will also take pleasure in answering inquiries or in aiding their Brethren 
to obtain authentic information on any topic within the limit of their par- 
ticular Mission field. They beg leave to ask your attention to the follow- 
ing observations: 

Looking over the field with whose cultivation we are charged, we 
see among the many Parishes of the Diocese not a few whose branches 
are “fruitful boughs, running over the walls” that bound the Parish and 
the Diocese, and extending into other lands. But we also see some 
whose branches show no sign of a tendency to overpass parochial bound- 
aries, and who, though fruitful enough to supply sufficient “bread for 
the eater,” do not, after the Divine pattern, yield in addition “seed for 
the sower.” ; 

The record of last year shows that in comparison of the whole num- 
ber of Parishes in the Diocese, a few only have made offerings of money 
for Domestic Missions, and that a still smaller number have given money 
for the work in Foreign fields. 

We express our grief in recording this sad fact. 

Believing that every one who has heard and heeded the Divine call is 
obligated to bring his brother to Jesus ; that it is the duty of the saved 
to save others ; that the saving of the world depends, under Gop, on the 
prayers and offerings and activity of the Church in her Parishes and in- 
dividuals ; mindful of the sweet memories of Curist’s first Advent, and 
of solemn expectations of His coming again to judge our work ; hearing 
the ringing cry of the great Advent preacher, “‘ Prepare ye the way 
of the Lorn,” and knowing that we must have some part in the work of 
that preparation, or Curist’s coming will be our fearful condemnation, 
we express our opinion very earnestly that every Rector and Missionary 
is under obligation, by the law of Christianity, to afford his people an 
opportunity to give to the Domestic and Foreign Missionary work of the 
Church. 

We respectfully recommend that the suggestion of the Board of 
Missions be adopted in this Diocese, and that the subject of Domestic 
Missions be presented in our Churches annually during the Advent sea- 
son ; and the subject of Foreign Missions annually during the season of 
the Epiphany. 

It is possible that some objections may be made to our recommendation. 
It may be said this plan will interfere with the support of the Parish or 
of Diocesan Missions. A sufticient reply is, that it is according to Gon’s 
plan that Missions shall have prominence among the charities of the 
Church, and every soldier of the Lorp may safely trust in his Divine 
Commander’s knowledge and power, and ought to have courage to follow 
where He leads. 

But we make further answer. We point to the fact that Gopv’s Word 
affirms the blessedness of giving, and declares that as a rule the means of 
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being liberal will increase in proportion to the increase of individual 
liberality. 

And we add our testimony to what we regard as the feaching of all 
Christian experience, viz.: that about in the proportion that a Parish 
limits its charities, its financial ability, or at least its benevolence be- 
comes limited ; that the surest way for a Parish to grow weak is to 
cease its contributions to objects beyond its borders, to hinder expansive 
charity and to use all its money for itself; and that the only way for a 
Parish to grow really strong is to grow in the grace of giving some- 
thing, even it be only a little, to each of the departments of Missionary 
work in the Church. 

It may be said that, in some quarters, it is possible a Vestry may 
hinder a congregation from exercising their inherent right and duty of 
almsgiving in the church, by forbidding the use of the Offertory for this 
purpose. It is taken for granted that this would be of very infrequent 
occurrence. But inasmuch as it has happened, this Committee, with the 
concurrence of the Bishop, who is its head, respectfully but positively 
affirms that no Vestry possesses the right to forbid an Offertory fox the 
Missionary work of the Church. 

The giving of money in Gop’s House, for Gon’s work, is quite as 
much a spiritual act—just as much an act of worship, as is the offering 
of prayers and praises. And the direction of this act and the cultivation 
of the spirit which prompts it and makes it habitual, is wholly within the 
province of the Minister. 

Our Vestrymen ought to encourage and promote all efforts to cultivate 
the habit of almsgiving as a part of public worship, and we think that 
whenever they are rightly informed in this matter they are accustomed 
so to do. 

Accordingly we recommend to all Pastors to give their congregations, 
at least, one opportunity in each year to contribute to Domestic and to 
Foreign Missions, and we earnestly beg all Vestrymen to encourage their 
Rectors in this good and necessary work. 

As the Missionary idea is part of the teaching of the Epiphany, and 
as the Feast of the Epiphany, in this ecclesiastical year, falls on a Sunday, 
we venture to urge that every Minister make Missions the topic of at 
least one of his Sermons on that day, Sunpay, January 6, and that a 
strong and united effort be made on that occasion in every Parish in the 
Diocese to develop the Missionary spirit. We are of the opinion that 

our people need something more than generalities or appeals on this 
subject. We think they need information about geographical, historical, 
ethnical and individual facts ; and that explanations of the location and 
peculiarities of each of the Missions of our Church would be both accept- 
able and useful. For this purpose the Central Office, Nos. 22 and 23 
Bible House, New York, will furnish information on application. [ Write

- We recommend further that some earnest layman or some efficient 
woman be employed by every Rector in the work of securing subscrip- 


tions to Tue Sprrir or Misstons. For it is ‘hardly possible that great — { 


interest will be shown in our efforts for Missions unless our people become 
acquainted with the actual facts of the history and progress of Missionary 
work, : 
We also recommend to the Domestic and Foreign Committees that 
they prepare large Canvas Maps of all our Missionary Territory, giving 


the location of all our Missions, and in such detail, and on so large a — , 


scale, that a congregation can see them when they are exhibited in a 
chapel or a Sunday-school room, or even in a church, when the subject 
of Missions is presented ; these maps to be sold or loaned, as required — 
by the Pastors or congregations. 

Finally, we would urge upon all our lay people, the great truths that 
the chief business of men on the earth, is the Lorn’s business ; that this 
business has for its object the salvation of immortal souls; that this is 
the business not of communicants only, but every man and woman who — 
has sworn allegiance to Curist in Baptism, has been signed with the sign 
of the Cross, has been admitted toa partnership in that business, and 
that every partner is bound by the law and compact of his and her part- 
nership to be diligent, earnest and fervent in this grand work. 

Happy are they who have voluntarily accepted this obligation, for 
their’s is a work as rich in its reward as it is grand in its origin and 
object. 

It is Gop’s appointed work and they who do it are co-workers with 
Gop.
